Wasainoton, Nov. 23.—The condition 
of the internal revenue system becomes pecu- 
liarly important this Winter because of the 
avowed purpose of those in favor of a high 
protective tariff to ‘‘ wipe it all out,’’ as they 
say. The receipts from internal taxes for the 
fiscal year which ended June 30, 1882, were 
$146,500,000 in round numbers, the annual in- 
crease since 1879 having been about $10,000,- 
000. The receipts for the first four months of 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, were so 
great that the Commissioner was led in 
his report, presented one year ago, to esti- 
mate the receipts for the entire year at $157,- 
000,000, This estimate was more than $10,- 
000,000 too high. Four completed months of 
the current fiscal year have passed, and from 
the receipts of these four months an estimate 
for the entire year can be made by compari- 
son. These receipts are almost exactly the 
same in amount as they were last year. 
The collections for July, August, Sep- 


tember, and October, 1881, according 
to a statement furnished by Depu- 
ty Commissioner Rogers, were $51,397,536, 
and for the corresponding months this year 
they have been $51,183,041. The figures for 
the four months of 1881 do not coincide with 
those published by the Commissioner last year. 
The current collections for the two periods are 
chosen as a proper basis for comparison. The 
collections for October, 1882, are $1,000,000 
less than the collections for October, 1881, 
which was an extraordinary month. This loss 
of $1,000,000 in October has been offset by in- 
creases in the three preceding months. If the 
rate for the four months should con- 
tinue through the year, the total re- 
ceipts would be about $153,000,000, but 
an estimate cannot be made on _ this 
basis. This appears from the Commissoner’s 
estimate last year. There is no reason to ex- 
pect a larger sum than was received last year, 
and, in the opinion of good judges, the total 
will besmaller, It is said that the agitation 
of the subject in Congress, as already fore- 
shadowed, will so affect the manufacture of 
liquor and tobacco that the receipts from these 
two sources will decrease. 

A gentleman whose opinion is peculiarly val- 
aable said to-day that the receipts for the year 
might not exceed $140,000,000. It is proposed 
by some that the reductions sball be limited as 
follows: Spirits from 90 cents to 50 cents a 
gallon; tobacco from 16 cents to 8 cents; ci- 
gars from $6 to $3; beer from 92 cents 
net to 50 cents net; licenses about 50 per 
vcent., as proposed in the bill pending 
in the Senate, and that the remaining 
tuxes, those on banks, bank checks, matches, 
and perfumery shall be abolished. This plan 
would cut off about $75,000,000, or a little 
more than one-half of the internal revenue. 
Judge Kelley and those who agree with him 
ask that the entire system shali be abolished, 
and some who are unwilling to go so far advo- 
cate the abolition of all internal taxes except 
those on whisky and other intoxicating liquors. 
Others say, however, that the people are not 
willing that the taxes on whisky and tobacco 
should be reduced witile necessaries of life are 
heavily taxed by an unjust tariff, and the ten- 
dency of meinbers of Congress to negiect the 
tariff and reduce the taxes on luxuries is men- 
tioned as another indication of political blind-

THE NICARAGUA CANAL AND THE EADS 
RAILWAY TO BE URGED UPON CONGRESS. 
Wasuinaron, Nov. 28.—The advocates

the coming session of Congress, and the sup- 
porters of the Eads Ship Railway will do all 
they can in behalf of their project. A bill for 
the construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
was favorably reported from the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs by Mr. Kasson

last session. Mr. Blount, of Georgia,

He especially 
objects to the proposed guarantee by the 

United States of 3 per cent. per annum se 
75,000,000 in canal bonds for 20 years. This

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MAJOR DANIELS TO BE REINSTATED. 
WasnHiIncton, Nov. 28.—There are good 

reasons for believing that the Administration 

will before long, and not later than Dec. 1, 

correct one of the errors committed by 

it during the recess of Congress. The er- 

ror referred to was the removal of Major W. 

H. Daniels from the position of Collector at 

Ogdensburg. That removal, made upon what 

were believed to be trumped-up charges, 

did more to inflame the Republicans of the 

northern and western counties of the 

State than any other act committed in 

a partisan spirit that has been attributed to 

President Arthur. To resent it the St. Law- 

rence Republicans did all that could be done, 

in conventions and through the newspapers, 
to have their opinions made known. It was 


rumored at the Saratoga Convention that 
attempts were made to appease the feeling 
of opposition by intimations that the wrong 
would all be righted if St. Lawrence would 
**do the right thing.”” Everybody knew what 
that meant, and Assemblyman Abel Godard 
never lost an opportunity of explaining the 
meaning of the words when their meaning was 
obscure to those over whom he tried to exercise 
influence. 

Since the convention, and here in Wasbing- 
ton, some facts about the removal hitherto 
not known have come to light. It appears 
that Assemblyman Godard is credited with 
originating the movement which resulted in 
Daniels’s removal and tng gored of Col.

The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was at home in Geneva. President Arthur 
was in New-York. An order for the removal 
of Danieis and the appointment of Jones was 
telegraphed trom New-York to the capital, 
and a tew days later the news reached 
Ugdensburg that Daniels’s head had 
been taken off. upon charges always 
believed to have been manufactured by 
malicious persons. Jones took the place dur- 
ing an unparalleled storm of indignation. Re- 

ted expressions of confidence in Major 
Daniels were made by the people of the dis- 
trict. Godard’s part in the business was 
known, and he narrowly escaped defeat at the 
polls in the recent election. for no other cause.

Collector Jones can only hold the place until 
the meeting of the Senate, or a little while 
thereafter, the law requiring that the Presi- 
dent must, within 30 days after the assem- 
bling of the Senate, send in the nomina- 
tion with the reasons for the removal 
of Collector Daniels. As Secretary Fol- 
ger 13s reported to have swept aside 
the charges against Daniels as unworthy of 
consideration, it is difficult to see upon what 
pretext they can be renewed. It is understood 
that, in justice to a good officer, who stands 
high in the estimation of his neighbors, Major 
Daniels will, on Dec. 1, or soon after- 
ward, be permitted to resume his 
place. He came here on Monday and 
went home again last night, having had 
several talks with Secretary Folger on the 
subject, and having received satisfactory as- 
surances of confidence from him. Expecting 
reinstatement as a matter of course, Major 
Daniels had nothing to say as to what course 
would be pursued in case of refusal or neglect 
on the part of the Administration to repair 
the injury tohim asaman. From a well-in- 
formed politician from New-York it is ascer- 
tained that, in case Daniels is not re- 
instated and Jones is nominated to 
the Senate, Daniels will come to the capital 
prepared to defend himself to the last extrem- 
ity, and to protest against the confirmation of 
Jones. If the fight is made, it will be a hot 
one, and can result only in intensifying a spirit 
of opp: sition to the President which is impa- 
tient and ready to break out in a renewal of 
the old fight in the shortest possible time. 

DARK STREETS IN WASHINGTON. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 23.—The gas lamps 
in this city are lighted only 2,200 hours per 
annum, an average of six hours each night. 
In New-York the lamps are lighted 4,000 hours 
per annum, and the average in the nine lead- 
ing cities of the United States is 3,400 hours. 
In Washington the lamps are not lighted 
when the almanac says the moon 
will shine, and _ frequently the streets 
are dark when clouds obscure the moon, ora 
rain-storm has completely cut off its rays. 
The law which establishes the limit of 2,200 
hours was enacted in 1874, and it is high time 
to amend it. So long as it remains in force 
the lamps must be extinguished whenever the 
moon is above the horizon. The engineer offi- 
cer in charge of the streets and roads, in a re- 
port made to-day, points out the necessity of 
abandoning this ‘* moonlight schedule.”

Their scheme was to 
send to ex-soldiers circulars promising to locate 
land for them under the provisions of the Sol- 
diers’ Homestead act and then sell the relin- 
qguishments for a handsome profit over the 
fees charged by the firm. The soldier’s actual 
residence was declared to be unnecessary to a 
successful locaton. The whole scheme, the 
Commissioner says, is in violation of law, and 
the evidence in the possession of the Land 
Office shows that many persons have been vic- 
timized by this firm and its branches. 
Attorney-General Brewster has received a 
letter from the Board of Managers of the Lin- 


coln Institution, at Philadelphia, offering to 
change the institution into a training-school 
for Indian girls. They propose to utilize their 
establishment and to give their services volun- 
tarily for the purpose. They request the At- 
torney-General to cail the attention of the 
Secretary of the Interior to the matter, with a 
view of obtaining an appropriation of $175 
per annum for each child, provided there are 
no less than 50. The Lincoln Institution was 
established in 1866 for the care, maintenance, 
and education of soldiers’ orphans. 

Commodore Shufeldt stated to-day that, 
although much misapprehension existed in the 
public mind regarding the negotiation of the 
treaty of this country with Corea, and much 
as he might desire to satisfy the public curi- 
osity on the subject, he did not feel at libert 
at present to sav anything. The treaty, ail 
the correspondence, and the report of his ac- 
tion are in the hands of the Government, and 
until the treaty has been passed upon by the 
Senate it would be manifestly improper for 
him to discuss it. In response to inquiries at 
the State Department, it was learned that no 
foundation exists for the rumors which have 
been in circulation that Commodore Shufeldt 
had failed in his negutiations, and that his re- 
call was in some sense due to that fact. On 
the contrary, the department is well satisfied 
with the resuit of the negotiations.

BALLOT-BOX STUFFING IN NEW-ORLEANS. 

New-OrLeEans, Nov. 23.—The investigation 
of the fraudulent voting ut the late municipal 
elections, which is taking place under the super- 


vision of the Hon. Charles Cavanae, the State Reg- 
istrar of Voters, has so far covered 10 of the 17 
wards of the city, and disclosed the startling fact 
that less than 50 per cent. of the 21,473 registered 
voters participated in the election, and that all of 
9.000 votes cast for the regular Democratic ticket 
were fraudulent. Only about & of the 50 polls 
so far examined are exempt from irregularities. 
A fund is being raised, which the Pécayune heads 
with $250, to prosecute all the Commissioners who 
signed the returns of the stuffed boxes. Allof the 
candidates on the late Independent ticket have 
to-day filed notices of contest,

THE DISTRESS IN IRELAND 


STE ues 
AN ATTACK ON THE ARREARS OF 
RENT ACT. 

MR. GLADSTONE DENIES THAT THE LAW I8 
A FAILURE—A FULL STATEMENT OF 
THE POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT— 
GOVERNMENT WORKS NOT CALCULATED 
TO RELIEVE WANT. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone, in 
reply to questions by Messrs. Bartlett and 
Parnell, denied that the Arrears of Rent act 
had proved a failure. The full benefits of its 
provisions, he said, had not yet been ascer- 
tained. The Government did not intend to 
introduce a bill to extend the period for the 
payment of the rent of 1881. He desired the 
decision of the Government to be universally 
known. In consequence of Mr. Gladstone’s 
answer, Mr. Parnell, who was supported by 
more than 100 members, (the new rule requir- 
ing more than 40,) moved the adjournment of 
the House. Mr. Parnell contended that, in 
consequence of a provision introduced into 
the Arrears of Rent act as a concession to the 
landlord interest, it was rendered ambiguous, 
and that it was impossible for any tenant to 
kuow how much rent he had to pay in order 
to secure its advantages. 

After a desultory discussion, sustained by 
the [rish members, Mr. Trevelyan, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, said there was still a 
period of five weeks for tenants to take advan- 
tage of the Arrears act. The Land Commis- 
sion had prophesied that the bulk of the appli- 
cations wouid come in at the last moment. If 
this should prove to be the case a much larger 
sum than £250,000 would be needed to meet 
the claims. lt was most important that the 
people should know that the time originally 
mentioned in the Arrears act would be strictly 
adhered to, The costs against tenants for 
ejectment were very light, except when in- 
creased by their own fault, acting, in 
some instances, on bad advice. The 
Arrears of Kent act was the greatest ben- 
efit Parliament had ever extended to an un- 
fortunate class of people. It would be giving 
them more than they had a right to expect if 
the oustanding costs were paid. Up to the 22d 
inst. the evictions were only half of those in 
any previous month during the year. The 
Government, Mr. Trevelyan said, would not 
under-estimate the distress along the west 
coast of Ireland, and he would not cease to 
watch for evidences of suffering until the next 
harvest had been gathered; he had ordered 
the most minute reports from seven counties. 
The Governinent did not intend to advance 
money for public works, as that would be a 
most extravagant method of relief, and would 
afford no real alleviation of the distress. Dur- 
ing the great famine in Ireland 3,000,000 per- 
sons were fed for six months by the direct 
Poor Law Kelief for £500,000; that sum would 
feed them only six weeks by means of public 
works enterprises. The Government now in- 
tended to conduct the system of relief with an 
efficiency that would give the most positive 
assurance to the people that they would not 
starve. 

The Right Hon. Edward Gibson, member for 
the Dublin University, criticised the Arrears 
act. There was real distress in the west of 
Treland, he said, but as yet there was no rea- 
son to dread a famine. Mr, Parnell withdrew 
his motion for an adjournment. He said the 
Government were now fully warned of the 
state of things that might supervene in Ireland 
through distress during the Winter. 

The consideration of the procedure rules 
was resumed in the House to-night. The tenth 
rule was carried by a vote’of 82 to 26. This 
rule provides that if the Speaker or the Chair- 
man of a committee of the whole House shall 
be of opinion that a motion for the ad- 
journment of a debate, or of the House during 
any debate, or that the Chairman dg report 
progress or do leave the chair, is made for the 
purpose of obstruction, he may forthwith put 
the question thereupon from the chair, 

The Times states that on Monday next, 
when the House of Commons ought to begin 
the discussion of the rules relating to standing 
comnnittees, the Right Hon. Sir Richard Asshe- 
ton Cross will move that it is inexpedient to 
consider the proposed rules at this period of 
the session. It is reported that, should the 
Ministry refuse to postpone the subject, the 
rules will be very freely discussed, _ 

Dusuinx, Nov. 23.—A tinal meeting of the 
Home Rule Association will be held to-morrow.

ELECTIONS IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—The polling for mem- 

ber of the House of Commons for Cambridge 


University, which will continue for five days, 
was opened to-day. At the close of the day’s 
polling Mr, H. C. Raikes, the Conservative 
candidate, had received 527 votes, and Prof. 
Stuart, the Liberal candidate, 486 votes. The 
vacancy was occasioned by the retirement, on 
account of advancing years, of the Right Hon. 
Spencer Horatio Walpole. Mr. Raikes, who 
was one of the members for Preston, applied 
for the Chiltern Hundreds in order to contest 
the university election. 

At an election at Preston to-day for a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Raikes, Mr. Tomlinson, Independ- 
ent Conservative, was elected, having re- 
ceived 6,351 votes. He was supported by the 
working men and by a considerable number of 
Liberals. The defeated candidate, Mr. Han- 
bury, who is a strong ‘Tory and had the sup- 
port of the party managers, received 4,167 
votes,

BERLIN, Nov. 23.-—lThe Bundesrath has re- 
solved to prolong the minor state of siege in 
Berlin another year. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.—The Porte has 
decided to send troops to South Arabia, where 
secret agents of the False Prophet are trying 
to incite a revolt. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.—It is reported 
that the Keerdish chief Obeidullah, while on 
his way to Mosul, was carried off by his son 
and a party of Kurds, who fled in the direction 
of Kurdistan. 

Mapripv, Nov. 23.—The Cabinet have re- 
solved to reply to the demands of the United 
States Government with regard to the losses 
suffered by Americans during the Cuban in- 
surrection that they will act in conformity 
with the principles of strict justice. 

In consequence of the reception of an official 
telegram from the Duke de Fernan-Nunez, the 
Spanish Ambassador at Paris, stating that 
France greatly feared the socialist agitation 
was spreading to Spain, two Spaniards having 
been arrested in Lyons, Spain has resolved 
to adopt measures in conjunction with 
France, looking to the suppression of the 
movement. At a Cabinet council to-day at 
which King Alfonso presided, Sefior Gon- 
zales, Minister of the Interior, announced that 
there bad been arrested in various towns in 
Andalusia 30 Socialists who were connected 
with the Spaniards arrested in Lyons. He 
also stated that other arrests had been madein 
Catalonia. 

CHARKOFF, Russia, Nov. 23.—The Govern- 
ment has acceded to a petition from the Min- 
ing Congress for the imposition of atax of 15 
kopeks per pood on foreign pig-iron. ‘The pro- 
posals of the last congress to tax foreign coal 
will probably be accepted. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 23.—The Police oc- 
cupied the university here to-day. The stu- 
Gents had intended to make a demonstration, 
but the Police forestalled it by their occupa- 
tion of the premises. It is rumored that a 
mine has been discovered under the building. 
It is reported, despite official denials, that the 
universities at Warsaw and Charkoff have 
been closed because of manifestations of the 
students. 

Paris, Nov, 23.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day, a bill was adopted prolonging the 
powers of the commission appointed to settle 
the compensation to French and American 
citizens for damages sustained during the civil 
war in America and Franco-Prussian war of 
1870, the reporter of the commission having 
informed the Chamber that the commis- 
sion had been unable to conclude their labors 
within the term originally fixed. 

RomE, Nov. 23.—Signor lFarini has been re- 
elected President of the Chamber of Deputies. 
Signors Maffi, Ferrari, and Menotti Garibaldi 
and other Radical members of the Chamber 
took the oath of allegiance at the commence- 
ment of the sitting. 

Lisson, Nov. 23.—The Keonomis‘a declares 
that the territory on the nortl and south sides 
of the mouth of the Congo River belongs in- 
disputably to Portugal. The Secula states 
that the Congo treaty will be as strongly op- 
posed in Portugal as the Lorenzo Marquez 
treaty. 

ARCHANGEL, Russia, Nov. 23.—An official 
dispatch from the Petschora district confirms 
the recent report that the Danish polar ex- 
ploring steamer Djmphna is inclosed in the 
iceat Waigatz. She will Winterthere. Her 
crew are in good health, and the ship has on 
board an ample supply of provisions, 

COPENHAGEN, Nov. 23.—A criminal was be- 
headed in public here to-day. The execution- 
er bungied terribly, and aroused the indigna- 
tion of the people. 

LonpDon, Nov. 24.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says: *“‘In the Chamber of Deputies to-day 
Dr. Maybach, Minister of Public Works, 
stated that the State railway accounts 
for the current year would probably 
yield a surplus of 14,000,000 marks. 
Allthe Parliamentary factions have not yet 
assumed final attitudes in regard to indirect 
taxes, but, in the, meantime, the chances of 
the Sale of Spirit? and the Tobacco License 
bills being passed are not very promising.”

It was begun by the lasters in Cochrane, 
Cassils & Co.’s factory striking because two non- 
union men were hired. All the employers in the 
trade met and resolved to dismiss the lasters if 
they did not return this week. This retolution is 
looked unon by the latter as the gage of 
battle, and to-day another batch of employes 
in the same establishment joined their striking 
comrades. The men in all the other large 
factories belong to the union, and are pre- 
pared to staud by those who have obeyed 
the orders of that body by ceasing to work. The 
employers are as firm asthe men, although they 
are overwhelmed with work. If the lasters al! go 
out it wiil necessitate the closing of the factories.”

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 


CHICAGO MARKETS STRONGER. 
PROVISIONS ACTIVE — PORK ADVANCING, 
WHEAT QUIET AND STEADY, AND CORN 
STRONGER. 


CuicaGo, Nov. 28.—The leading produce 
markets were generally stronger to-day, with only 
moderate receipts here, and the news of snow 
coming from the West. It was reported on good 
authority that no steps had yet been taken for 
stopping the railroad war and that it probably 
would not end for at least a couple of weeks yet. 
But operators were generally inclined to expect 
only a moderate movement from the country in the 
near future, and the New-York strength in corn 
tended to stiffen everything here in sympathy. Pro- 
visions were active and stronger. Pork advaneed 
about 20 cents on the different futures, fell 
back 12 cents to 15 cents, and closed 12% cents 
above the latest prices of Wednesday. Lard ad- 
vanced 25 cents on this month’s deliveries, which 
had been badly beared recently, and went up 10 
cents for the year, but was not much stronger on 
the long futures. Meats were relatively steady, 
with a fair shipping demand for part cured lots. 


Liverpool reported another decline of 6d. on lard, 
but our receipts of hogs were somewhat smaller, 
and prices at the stock yards were quoted firmer. 
This led a good many people to think that the bot- 
tom had been struck on produce for the present, 
and they filled in skorts very freely. 

Several purchases were made on outside account, 
New-Orieans parties being mentioned as among 
leading buyers. Some cee expressed the belief 
that hogs will go to $5 before the holidays, which 
would mean much lower prices for pork than now, 
but they said that a further decline now is scarcely 
possible witn the present excitement in corn, and 
the conditions are favorable to higher prices. 
Tuere was little change on the afternoon 
call. Wheat was quiet and very steady. The 
market advanced 3g cent and closed cent above 
the latest prices of Wednesday. British quotations 
called those markets quiet, but firm, and our re- 
ceipts were again light, while the movement in 
corn tended to strengthen wheat. But there was 
very little demand for futures, and the market was 
generally dull within a range of barely 14 cent 
oun January, and December, % to 1 cent below 
that. There seemed to be no outside business, and 
an operator said the tone of the market oould be 
best described by the use of the word “ ditto.”’ Car 
lots sold about \%& cent higher, exeept red, which 
was very strong toward the close on a shippimg de- 
mand, but merely to fill up a round lot. 

The current offerings of No. 2 Spring were taken 
to sell for December, and the lower grades were 
partly taken for Milwaukee. On the afternoon 
call the market was steady. Corn was fairly ac- 
tive and irregular. Cash lots were wanted at 
about the top prices of Wednesday, the No. 2 be- 
ing taken for shipment to New-York, and the low- 
er grades for interior New-England points. It is 
now too late to deliver corn from this city 
ou the $1 08% bid for November, but peo- 
ple there wanted it yesterday at 8634 
cents for December, and that caused an 
active demand here for car lots, though our re- 
ceipts were nearly half as large again as those of 
the previous day, and tne inspection exhibited a 
furtherimpvrovement. The latter fact tended to 
make trading futures rather slow, and there was 
little change in the longer deliveries. November 
and the year advanced about 4 cent in sympathy 
with spot, but fell back at the close to the latest 
prices of Wednesday. The threatening of a snow- 
storm was rather regarded as faverable to re- 
ceipts than otherwise, as it was thought 
likely to be the bexginning of cold weather 
that will dry large volumes of corn into market- 
able condition. It is said that there is a big line of 
shorts out on November ribs, and absolutely none 
here that have been in salt long enough to be regu- 
lar. As the gentleman who is supposed to be the 
principal long was recently among the wheat de- 
faulters, there may yet be “music in the air’ a 
week hence. 

It is stated on good authority that the wheat- 
cleaners of this city have been complaining of Mil- 
waukee with no good reason. The Milwaukee 
millers are buying our No. 3 wheat because very 
little is offered to them on their own market, and 
they are able to make such good flour out of it that 
it pays to bid a little more here than other folk are 
willing to pay. lf Milwaukee industry can make a 
profit no one should find fault. It is rather com- 
mendable than blameworthy. The offerings of 
wheat at Milwaukee are reduced by the fact that 
the section naturally tributary to that city has mill- 
ing capacity enough to absorb all the wheat sur- 
plus. They say that McGeocn. Everingham & Co., 
were settling with the September wheat defaults 
to-day on the basis of $102, as awarded by the 
comuuittee.

THE PROVIDENCE VICTIMS. 
TESTIMONY REGARDING THE ORIGIN OF THE 


RECENT FIRE GIVEN AT THE INQUEST. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 23.—The Coroner’s in- 
quest on the bodies of the victims of the Callendar 
Building fire was resumed to-night. James H. 
Hart, the tinsmith who had the naphtha vapor 
stove in Melvin’s dye-house, testified that Melvin, 
without saying what he was using to clean the 
clothes with, was less than 10 feet distant from 
him. Dipping a number of garments into a pan of 
naphtha,he came quite close to the witness and hung 
the garments upon a rack to e * The result was 
that the vapor trom the dripping narhbtha 
communicated with the blaze in the little 
stove which Hart was using andin an instant the 
whole place was on fire. It was shown by the evi- 
dence of this witness that Melvin and his assistants 
left the shop, and that Hart was the last one who 
remained to fight the flames. 

Andrew J. Santra swore that long after the peo- 
ple in Grant’s jewelry shop had got out in safety, 
and after the fire had gained so much headway 
that the staircase was filled with smoke, he crept 
up the stairs on his bands and knees and went into 
Kobinson’s shop to alarm the people at work there. 
To his utter astonishment they were all at work, 
having no knowledge of the fire whatever. When he 
went out of the door to go out tothe street the 
flames were pouring out of Melvin’s shop-door, up 
the stairs, and through the scuttle overhead, so 
that the fire-escape which runs up to this same 
scuttle was rendered useless. He bad to walk 
through this fire to get to the ground. The inquiry 
will be resumed at 7:30 o’clock Friday night.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO IMPROVEMENTS. 

SANDUSKY, Ohio, Nov. 23.—The Baltimore 
and Ohio Company has been making so many im- 
portant improvements here of late that the arrival 
of the prominent officials composing the inspection 
party was looked forward to with considerable in- 
terest. The new Baltimore and Ohio elevator re- 
cently completed is a splendid structure, holding a 
hundred thousand bushels of grain. The improve- 
ments of the company’s docks have been upon an 
extensive scale. The Government engineers have 
secured a depth inthe bay fully equal to other 
iake ports, and next season’s business will be very 
large. Certainly the company is in better shape to 
handle its business than it has been before, and, 
judging from hints which have been dropped, the 
work on increased facilities will not stop. The 
party left Columbus this morning, and from New- 
ark here the Lake Erie Division was most carefully 
gone over. It is now laid with 60-pound steel rails 
the entire distance, and General Manager Dunham 
was particularly well pleased with the verdict as to 
its condition.

MR. CLEVELAND IN ALBANY. 
A HURRIED VISIT TO THE STATE CAPITOL— 
A CHAT WITH GOV. CORNELL. 

ALBANY, Nov. 23.—The Governor-elect, Mr. 
Grover Cleveland, paid a ‘flying visit to the city to- 
day. Arriving on the early morning train from the 
West, he took rooms at the Delavan House, where 
he was closeted with Mr. Daniel Manning for near- 
ly three hours. His coming was unannounced, and 
his presence here was not generally known until 
the middle of the day. After that a number of per- 
sons called, but were not received. At 1 o'clock 
Mr. Cleveland drove alone to the Capitol to 


see Gov. Cornell, who had come from 
New-York on the ‘fast express to meet 
him. The next Governor passed through the 
corridors and rooms of the Capitol into the inner 
department of the Executive Chamber, unrecog- 
nized by any of the clerks or attachés, so unfamil- 
jar is his appearance to the public here. The two 
Governors held a conference for an hour, and 
then, calling a carriage, Gov. Cornell drove his suc- 
cessor across the city te give him a look at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, which is to be his heme for the 
next three years. On his return to the Delavan 
House Mr. Cleveland had a short chat with Mr. 
Manning, Mr. McKelway, of the Argus, Senator 
Thomas F. Grady, and others who waited on him. 
He then dined aud took the 8 o’clock train home, 
greatly to the disgust of a large crowd of office- 
seekers who had gathered to present their claims 
tor recognition. Gov. Corneil ieft at the same 
time, going back to New-York. 

The meaning of this hurried tnp and conference 
bas been the subject of much discussion, and many 
rumors are afloat. The most reliable information 
is that the Governor-elect is now engaged in se- 
lecting his staff, and his journey hither was 
for the purpose of consulting local prefer- 
ences about certain positions and obtain- 
ing some advice on the subject from 
tne present Executive. It is understood that Col. 
J. A. Parker, Jr., of this city, is a candidate for 
Adjutant-General, and is backed by powerful 
Democratic influences here. It is doubtful if the 
effort will be successful, aithough Col. Parker may 
secure the position of Inspector-General, unless his 
election to Congress will prevent his taking the 
place. Gen. William F. Rogers, of Buffalo, is 
likely to be the next Adjutant-General. 
Of the present staff, Gen. Daniel D. Wylie, 
Chief o Ordnance, will doubtless be re- 
tained. Major Alexander H. Davis, of Syracuse, 
who ran against Congressman Hiscock at the 
late election, and John B. Howe, of the Utica vbd- 
server, are among those urged for appointment on 
the staff. From this city, Gen. Charles Tracey and 
Mr. James H. Manning, son of Mr. Daniel Mannizg, 
are considered to stand among the favorites. It is 
rumored that Mr. Cleveland has expressed his dis- 
approval of ped gen ra scheme of reorganizing 
the Senate and ousting the Republican officials 
elected last Winter. Someof the Democratic lead- 
ers in their hunger for spoils had decided to make 
this exhibition of their desire for civil service re- 
form, but now the plan will probably be abandoned. 

If it had been carried it was agreed that the 
Clerkship was to go to Mr. Daniel S. Lamont, man- 
aging editor of the Albany Arqus and Secretary of 
the Democratic State Committee. To-night it is 
said that Mr. Lamont has been selected by Mr. 
Cleveland as his private secretary. If the report 
prove true, the politicians and newspaper men of 
the State will be pleased, for Mr. Lamont is very 
popular, courteous, and bright, of considerable 
executive ability, and enjoying an intimate av- 
quaintance with the leading men of the State.

THE DEBTS O# AN ARCHBISHOP. 

THE ORGAN OF THE CINCINNATI DIOCESE 
SAYS ITS DEBTS AFFECT THE CHURCH’S 
HONOR. 


CinciInNaATI, Nov. 23.—The Catholic Tele- 
graph of to-day contains an editorial nearly four 
columns long which urges upon the Catholic Church 
the pressing importance of disposing of the debts 
of Archbishop Purcell. Whatis said is spectally 
notable, for the reason thatthe Telegraph, although 
the official organ of the Cincinnati Diocese, has 
never before alluded, except in a passing way, to 
the Archbishop’s debts. Indeed, until to-day, 
that paper has pursued exactly the same 
course which it now charges upon the Coad- 


jutor, Bishop Elder, and the friends of 


the diocese—namely, that of studiously dodg- 
ing the question. The recent deatn of the 
editor of the /elegraph and the assumption of bis 
duties by another, whose name the publisher has 
withheld from the public, accounts in some meas- 
ure for the change of attitude of the paper toward 
the most perplexing and serious questions that ever 
confronted this or any other American diocese. 
The Telegraph now declares that the honor of the 
Church is at stake and can only be preserved by a 
settlement of the claims against the Archbishop, 
“by compromise, it may be, but certainly by the 
payment of all that it is by any means possible 
to pay, with the understanding that all obligations 
are thereby discharged.”’ On the all-important 
point of how the money for paying off or for pay- 
ing any considerable part of an indebtedness 
which aggregates $4,000,000 is to be raised, the pa- 
per isin uncertainty. It is suggested that an ap- 
peal could be made for subseriptions throughout 
the country, but this nas been tried, the entire re- 
sult being $60,000, which is in the custody of 
dignitaries of the Church in New-York. It is 
hardly sufficient to pay 2 per cent. of the debt. 
Anether suggestion of the paper is that a 
gigantic lottery scheme be gotten up, the proceeds 
to be used in settling with the Archbishop's cred- 
itors. Admitting thatlotterles have an immoral 
tendency, the paper argues that to raise money in 
that way for so righteous a purpose would be im- 
measurably better than not to raise the money at 
all and leave so great a reproach upon the Church. 
It is added that a lottery company, in which Gen. 
Fremont is interested, offered, if permission were 
given by thosein authority. to organize a lottery 
enterprise which they would guarantee would 
yield enough to pay off the entire indebtedness. 
Permission was not granted, although the /¢le- 
graph claims that a debt of $1.000,000 against a 
Canadian diecese was over liquidated in that way. 
The priests of Cincinnati, with whom conversation 
was had this afternoon, say that they share with 
the Veleqraph an earnest desire to see the debt 
paid off, and they will assist to their utmost in any 
practical plan for liquidating it, but they acd that 
no sush plan has yet been devised. 
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MUTUAL BENEFIT ASSOCIATIONS. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 23.—The Committee on 
Legislation, appointed by the National Convention 
of Mutual Benefit Associations at a meeting held 
in New-York in September last, has elosed a three 
day’s session here. J. F. Shumate, of Urbana, 
Ohio, presided, and G. R. McChesney, of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., acted as Secretary. The National Legis- 
lative Association of New-York was represented 
on the committee by its President and Secretary, 


E. B. Harper, of New-York City, and G. F. Potter, 
of Elmira, N. Y. Steps were taken for preparing 
a uniform law to be presented for adoptien to the 
various Legislatures, and the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

“We, a committee appointed by the National Con- 
vention of mutual benefit associations and societies 
1o consider the advisability of legislative enactments 
jn the various States whereby corporations or asso- 
ciations insuring lives upon the assessment plan may 
transact business under a uniform law, and as such 
committee, representing upward of 1,000,000 members 
of such organizations. do hereby resolve that we 
deprecate and condemn the unwise and unbusiness- 
like manner of transacting businesa adopted by some 
organizations, whereby fraud and speculation have 
crept in, bringing the business of all into more or 
less disrepute; that it isthe duty of all associations or 
societies to use all their influence and exercise ail 

ossible vigilance to secure the enactment of uniform 
av7s In all the States, which shall prevent sueb fraud. 
ulent speculative and unbusineeslike organizations 
transacting business therein; that we wiii, in all 
proper ways, seek to protect all properly managed 
corporatious or associations Insuring lHves upon the 
assessment plan from unjust diserimination tn the 
conductof their lawful business, and use our influence 
to secure the united action of all the members of our 
respective organizations in securing the election and 
appointment to office of such persons as may havea 
voice or vote in making or in the coustruction or exe- 
cution of Jaws relating to the business of assurance 
upon lives, who will not arbitrarily discriminate in 
favor of any plan or class of organizations, but who 
will, In the exercise of their official preregative, 
equally protect all organizations doing a tawful busi- 
ness, whether It be on the level premium or the assess- 
ment plan.”

THE PRESENT ARRANGEMENT TO CONTINUE 
—GQRANTING CHESAPEAKE AND OHIO’S 


CLAIM. 

The better part of yesterday was occupied 
by the naseenger department of the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee of the trunk lines and their West 
ern connections, at Commissioner Fink’s offices, ia 
& comparison of the earniugs of the railroads. The 
figures of passenger business from January, 1881, 
including September and October, were read. Thd 
differential rates to Chicage, St. Louis, and Cincin< 
nati, were put in operation Sept. 1, and the object 
was to see whether they had worked to the disad« 
vantage of any of the roads. The reportd 


of all the roads were in for Soptenees 
but some for October were lacking. St 
the figures were sufficiently complete to show thi 
none of the roads had suffered by the differen 
rates. No be anne to them were put in, an 
they will be allowed to continue. A comm! 
appointed to consider the question of commissiong 
on tickets from San Francisco to sea-board pointa 
presented a report. One favored abolishing com 
missions entirely and the other approved of allows 
ing them to legitimate agents, such as transporta« 
tion companies. The subject was laid.on the table, 
These commissions have not been allowed by 
the trunk lines, but by their Western. connectiong 
represented in the Joint Executive Committee 
No authority could be exercised over the 

west of the Mississippi, and if they desire to grant 
commissions they are at liberty to do so. The 
claim ot the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad to 
differential rate to cnable it to secure a share 
the business between New-York and points in th 
West was taken up. It was allowed the same raté 
as the Erie, and its connection. the New-York, Penn 
sylvania and Ohio, wnich is the lowest of an 
line. Its differential rate will begin Dec. 1, aw 
from that time the road will issue the continaoug 
train tickets prescribed by the Jolnt Executive 
Committee. As the Chesapeake and Ohio will not 
pool its earnings, it will be to its advantage to at 
tract the largest amount of business it can. At tha 
same time the conditions imposed by the Joint. Ex< 
ecutive Committee will not allow it to pay com< 
missions nor to employ runners or agents to thd 
prejudice of other lines. The subject of differential 
rates will be continued to-day, and will occupy 
some time unless it should be referred to Commis 
sioner Fink to prepare a report upon. 


THE NORTH-WESTERN WAR. 
NO CONFIRMATION OF THE RUMORED CON¥ 
FERENCE IN THIS CITY. 

None of the railroad men who lounged about 
the corridors of the Windsor Hotel last evening 
professed to know anything about the settlement 
of the North-western Railroad war, which is gener« 
ally supposed to be the object of the visit to thig 
City of Mr. Albert Keep and some other officers of 
the North-western. There was nothing in the 
movements of the gentlemen who are interested in 
the railroad companies that are a party to this war’ 
to indicate that a conference bad been held oF 
that one was imminent. The precise object: 


of the visit of Mr. Keep and his colleagues could! 
not be discovered from them, for they all deelined: 
to talk about the matter. Mr. H. H. Porter, Presi- 
dent of the St. Paul and Omaha Railroad, scoffed 
at the idea of a conference, and declared 1t to ba 
his belief that this was not the purpose of the 
North-western men’s visit. Neither Mr. Hugh Rid< 
dle, President of the Rock Island, nor Mr. Miteheil, 
President of the St. Paul, had made their appear- 
ance, although rumors had been circulated that 
- were on their way to New-York from the seat 
of hostilities. Mr. Chauncey M. Depew said h¢ 
had heard nothing of any conference. He sup< 
posed, however, that, like all other railroad diffix 
culties, arbitration would in the end be re- 
sorted to to settle them. Railroad men could 
no more afford to allow their interests ta 
suffer than any other class of property-owners. 
Atthe St. Paul office yesterday it was said that 
there bad been no conference and would be none. 
St. Paul was right in this matter and was goiug to 
stick. Ithad claimed nothing but what rightfully 
belonged to it. The other roads must concede thig 
fact or there would be no settlement. So far ad 
the stockholders were concerned, they cared noth- 
ing about the effect on such stock as was in thea 
market. If they yielaed it would be a biow to their 
stock whose effect would be felt for all time. 


CxiIcaGco, Nov. 23.—To-morrow the Rock 
Island Road will announce a passenger rate of 
50 cents from Chicago to Rock Island, Davenport, 
Cedar Rapids, and other leading points in lowa, 
and $1 to points beyond, thus beginning a wart 
from Chicago West as well as from Western points 
to Chicago.

rates are subject to change without notice.” 


If the above is a truthful indication of the policy 
of the Omaha lines, it looks as if a cut in west- 
bound freights from Chicago was imminent. The 
former rates from Chicago to the above-named 
points ranged from 35 cents to $1 20 per 100 pounds. 
These cuts enable the lines mentioned to put busi- 
ness into the local territory of the Chicago, Minner 
apolis and St. Paul Road.

BREAKING POSTAL LAWS 


THE MANY WAYS IN WHICH ONE 
MAY DO A CRIMINAL ACT. 

HE ARDUOUS DUTIES OF A POST OFFICE 
AGENT—AGENT NEWCOME’S SKETCH OF 
THE MULTIFARIOUS CRIMES WHICH 
COME TO NOTICE—SOME CASES IN PCINT. 


‘Few persons are aware of the multitudinous 
futies attaching to the office of Post Office arent-— 
in reality the Post Office detective. Were these 
fluties confined to a single office, or even a single 
tity, they would not be so arduous; but when, as 
in the case of the agents in this City, they cover ail 
trespasses upon the law through the southern 
and eastern parts of New-York State and the 
States of Connectiout and New-Jersey, proper at- 
tention becomes a heavy task. Itis work for day 
and night, anda is not unfrequently followed with a 
want of success. Possible offenses against the 
Post Office laws are litera!ly without number. The 
more frequent crime coming to public notice is 


that of the embezziement of letters; but among 
other matters sent to the agent for investigation 
re cases of missing or stolen registered letters, 
orgery of money orders, Post Office burglaries, 
the use of canceled stamps, loss of mail pouches 
or keys, mailing writing in second or third 
class wail matter, the detention or aban- 
donment of mails, investigation of the sure- 
ties on Postmasters’ and contractors’ bonds, 
the removal ot Post Office sites, and the es- 
tablishment of new Post Offices. Theagents in this 
fistrict at present are L. A. Newcome and Samuel 
Gardner, the former of whom was appointed by 
Postmaster-General James, relieving B. K. Shar- 
rett, who had held the office for a number of years 
and was transferred tothe northern part of the 
State. As a result increased vigor as well as de- 
tective ability was given the office, and with good 
results. During the past year 46 arrests have been 
made, the offenses being as follows: Embezzling 
letters, 20; detaining letters, 2; forgery of meney 
orders, 2; using canceled stamps, 2; stealing 
and rifling letters addressed to employers, 2; 
tampering with letters put in boxes, 2; mailing 
writing in third class mail matter, 3; mailing writ- 
ing in second class mail matter, 1; removing 
stamps from letters and selling them, 1; robbery 
of money order and forging of signature, 1; rob- 
berv of registered letter, 1; robobery of letters 
trom Post Office boxes, 1; assaulting a mail-carrier, 
1; desertion of mail, 1. There were also six ar- 
rests for Post Office burglaries, two in Pennsyl- 
vania, where convictions were gained. and four in 
Connecticut, in which the identification of the 
culprits was incomplete. 

Mr. Newcome, who is the senior agent in this 
district, was well known in the Post Office Depart- 
mont before his appointment to this office. He was 
yonnected with the United States Marshal’s office 
for several years, and while on this duty was in- 
strumental in breaking up the gang that had been 
robbing the open mail wagons of Dodd’s Transfer 
Company. Pouca after pouch was reported as lost, 
pod several arrests were made. Matt Callahan, the 
leader of the gang, escaped to California, but soon 
tfeturning to New-York was arrested by Newcome 
at the St. Charies Hotel, aud afterward served out 
eg four years’ sentence. The office museum con- 
tains, among other articles, a heavy cane 
taken from Callahan with which he at- 
tempted to resist arrest. Another case in which 
Newcome was particularly successful was the fol- 
lowing up and arrest of the members of a gang of 
robbers in the Shawangunk Mountains, who within 
ashort time entered and rifled every Post Office in 
the mountains within a circuit of many miles. 
Newcome was intrusted with the work at the sug- 
gestion of Postmaster James, and several men are 
still doing service for their connection with the-e 
robberies. When Agent Newcome first took his 

resent position the complaints in the New-York 

ost Office and branches were very numer- 
pus. Since then many arrests have been 
made and a wholesome dread has reached 
over possible offerders; in fact. he has been 
told by one of the Superintendents that the com- 
plaints have not at any period during the last 10 
‘sap been so few as at present. ‘But the work- 
ng up of these cases,” Mr. Newcome says, **is the 
easiest part of our work. The men are directly 
under our observation and, sooner or later, if they 
persist in dishonest practices, they must come to 
grief. The most difficult cases intrusted to us are 
those originating with out-of-town Post Offices with 
regard to ordinary mail matter. This was particu- 
larly the case in the Jersey City Post Office, where 
atonetimethe complaints of missing letters aver- 
aged a hundred a week. The thefts were skillfully 
made, and for a time the men escaped detection, 
but eventually a carrier and two clerks were ar- 
rested and convicted and two other clerks were 
dismissed for complicity with the accused. The 
Jersey City Post Office now ranks No.1. An amus- 
ing case was that resulting in the arrest of the As- 
sistant Postmaster at Sing Sing, the particulars 
pf which were neyer published. Upon an investi- 
yation there it was ascertained without a doubt 
shat the thefts were made by either the assistant 
pr one of the clerks, though they could not be posi- 
tively traced to either one. Both were young men 
and members of the Volunteer Fire Department of 
thetown. We determined to try to reach them 
through this latter connection. Officer Blonk, at- 
tached to the Post Office here, who was assisting 
me, gained an introduction to the Assistant Post- 
master and represented himself as a momber of the 
Fire Department in New-York. I came on the 
ground afterward as another fireman and was in- 
troduced to Blonk and the suspected man. A con- 
vivial evening followed, in the course of which the 
Sing Sing man passed over the saloon bar some of 
the marked money that we had sent through the 
Bing Sing Post Office and lost. His arrest and con- 
‘vietion quickly followed.” 

The tracing of registered letters, the loss of 
which are very frequent, is, the agent says, coin- 
paratively easy, as the receipts from one employe 
to another, and to destination, surely fix the re- 
sponsibility for loss. A recent instance is that of 
a registered letter sent from Canada to suffalo, 
and from there to Hampden, Conn. It never 
reached there. The railway mail clerks held re- 
palpts up to the delivery of the pouch at Hampden, 
but the letter did not reach the Post Office. Sus- 
coe immediately attached to the messenger 

etween the depot and office, and it did not take 
ong tu trace the theft to him. In connection with 
this it may be well to speak of the theft of money 
orders and their collection by the forging of the 
requisite signatures. These cases are comparatively 
few, and would be unknownif the public would enly 
sake proper precautions. Letters containing these 
orders, and giving every particular as to names, 
&e., will sometimes fall into wrong hands. If dis- 
posed to be dishonest, the person having the letter 
jas no trouble in answering the questions at the 
money order desk and obtaining the money. If 
these orders were always mailed unaccompanied 
by any letter there would be almost positive as- 
surance against loss. ‘The complaints of loss of 
getters addressed to mercantile firms are usually 
sraced to the boys who collect the letters from the 
poxes, but the responsibility of the Post Office 
geases with the delivery of the letters in these 
boxes. For the sake of placing the responsibility, 
these complaints are,nevertheless,investigated, and 
the arrest of boys are of almost daily occurrence. 
In the majority of cases, however, the employer 
dec ines to prosecute, and as thev do not belong to 
the United States courts the Post Office authorities 
are necessarily obliged to drop them. A great 
source of trouble is the burglary of country Post 
Offices. These are being continually robbed by 
sneak-thieves and tramps all over this district. It 
is very seldom that a professional stoops to this 
work, though an exception was the robnery of the 
Post Office at Wallingford, Conn. There Mr. New- 
pome secured aset of burglar’s tools of the finest 
manufacture. 

Another offense again the Pest Office laws is the 
fietention of mails, causing at times troublesome 
investigation, sometimes followed by arrests. 
The caer RT usually come frem country Post 
Offices, where the Postmaster, to satisfy a curiosity 
or gain time in business connections, has detained 
p letter; but they mere frequently originate among 
Postmistresses and clerks. There is usually 
some plausible excuse, and the matter is dropped 
witha pprwens. For writing in second er third 
glass mail matter there isa fine of $10. This is of 
frequent occurrence, and many a fine is collected 
on this account. The use of washed canceled 
stomps has become a great business all over 
the country, and there seems to be no 
means at present of putting an effectual 
stop to it. Mr. Newcome_ recently secured 
one conviction for this offense, that of a grave- 
yard insurance broker at Port Jervis, and has an- 
other case before the present United States Grand 
Jury. ‘‘Postmaster Pearson,” he says, ** renders 
us all assistance in his power, and all complaints 
made to him, instead of taking the roundabout 
course to the department at Washington, are im- 
mediately turned over to us for investigation. 
The complaints coming daily to us from all 
sources, the majority being referred from the de- 

artment at Washington, make a formidabl e pile, 
Bur the solution of ons case very frequently fully 
disposes of a great many others,”

RED BANK'S WATER SUPPLY. 

RED Bank, Nov. 23.—Several of the New- 
York fire insurance companies have ordered their 
agents here to cancel all policies on buildings in 
the thickly settled portions of the town since the 
late fire. The Board of Commissioners of the town 
signed a contract with the Shrewsbury City Water 
Supply Company, acorporatién that only existed 
pn paper, March 9, 1882, by which the incorporators 
of the company were tofereot water-works and 
supply the town with water inside of eight 
oaths. This time having expired without 
any work<!tbeing done by the company, 4 
new one has been organized by the capitalists of 
the town. The incorporators are State Senator 
Applegate, Judge John L. Wheeler, Anthony Reck- 
less. Treasurer of the New-York and Long Branch 
Railroad Company; Isaac B. Edwards, Cashier of 
the Second National Bank; Dr. Robert R. Cono- 
ver, Edward E. Roberts, and J. A. Throckmorton, 
The new corporation has a capita! of $100,000, and 
will be known 2s the Shrewsbury Water Company. 
Robert C. Bacob, the Engineer of the State Board 
of Riparian Commissioners, is making the surveys 
of a number of streams of water near the town, 
pad the new works will be erected at once.

INSPECTING THE MISSISSIPPI. 
Tcdiecamiae oct 
WITNESSES TESTIFYING BEFORE THE CON- 
GRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 

New-OrLEans, Nov. 23.—The Mississippi 
River Congressional Investigating Committee went 
into session this morning to take the evidence of 
pilots and rivermen. J. W. Whipple, of Louisville, 
who has been a pilot on the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers since 1856, was examined. The witness de- 
scribed the effects of cut-offs and crevasses 
and the shifting of the ‘channel, which often 
changed in 48 hours. He was of the opinion 
that’ the works at Plumb Point and Delta 


would not protect the banks. From Natchez 
to the Gulf navigation is safe at all seasons, but at 
low water the witness had observed a depth of 
only fourfeet between Memphis and Vicksburg. 
Levees could not confine the river and did not 
benefit navigation. If the river could be kept in 
its channel navigation would be improved. Cre- 
vasses are dangerous tonavigation when the water 
is high. At Bonnet Carre and points below heavy 
deposits of sediment have been made by reason of 
the slackening of the current below the outlet. At 
Morgansia the same condition exists. 

Capt. T. P. Leathers, of the steam-boat Natchez, 
and an associate of Capt. Cowden in the outlet 
scheme, was examined by the committee, and 
testified to the following effect: He has been on 
the river 46 years, and has built seven boats for 
river trade; most of the time he has _ been 
running between New-Orleans and Vicksburg; 
makes usually 129 landings going up, and 80 
or 90 coming down; the river is constantly 
changing its channel; the banks cave at low 
stages; has seen two or three acres with trees 
growing on them fall into the water at one time; 
the greatest deposits are made during the flood 
stage; the longerthe duration of high water the 
greater the depositof sediment, which is moved 
as the river falls; last season the average depth 
between New-Orleans and Vicksburg was 12 fect 
at low water; the river rose 50 feet in the fiood of 
1882; the locality of the channel changes at differ- 
ent stages of the water; thinks that the river is 
deeper now than when he first saw it 
years ago, and that navigation has im- 
proved; ascribes this effect to the levees 
and the confining of the water: considers that 
the construction of jetties and the works in the 
South-west Pass have backed up the water in the 
river, and that the disastrous effects of the flood in 
1882 were dueto these causes. On the cross-ex- 
amination, by Messrs. Ellis and Thomas, witness 
said his interest in Capt. Cowden’s scheme for an 
outlet into Lake Borgue was simply that of a phil- 
anthropic citizen. He admitted having agreed to 
pay $35,000 for a plantation if the outlet was cut 
through it by the Government. He had interested 
other citizens in the scheme and had formeda 
stock company. 

The committee will leave for the jetties to-mor- 
row on the steamer Sunbeam. They will be ac- 
companied by Capt. Leathers and Capt. Cowden, 
who represent the outlet theory and who are very 
vigorous opponents of the jetties. Mr. Ellis, of 
the committee, objected very strongly to any in- 
terested persons accompanving tho committee, 
but when the committee invited the officer in 
charge of the jettiesto go too, he withdrew his 
objection. The committee will return here Satur- 
day morning. The members are very anxious to 
get back home, and will leave here next Saturday 
night if possibie, but there is such a demand upon 
the part of special interests here to be heard be- 
fore the committee that it is probable a short de- 
lay may be made. Representatives of Capt. Eads 
left here this evening for the jetties, in order to be 
there when the committee arrives. Carefulsound- 
ings will be made throughout the entire length of 
the ehannel to determine the eorrectness of previ- 
ous reports of the depth of water maintained. 

A special from Vicksburg says: ‘The Commer- 
cial this evening publishes an interview with Capt. 
W. L. Marshall. United States Engineer in charge 
of the work at Providence Reach and Delta Point. 
Hie denies that there has been $1,000,000, spent at 
Providence Reach. He has enly expended $480.- 
000, of whieh $348,000 was expended in the pur- 
chase of plant, consisting of barges, grading-boats, 
pile-drivers, steam tow-boats, quarters-boats, 
stone-boats, and other expensive plant. Sixty- 
thousand dollars have been expended for labor. but 
tue plant for 2,000 men is on hand and work will be 
pushed as fast as labor to man the plant can be ob- 
tained. Three miles ef pile, dike, and mattress 
work haye been constructed, and, as far as com- 
pleted at Skipwith and in that neighborhood, the 
work has acted as well as could possibly be de- 
sired. ‘The river bas been diverted from Skipwith 
Chute, and the main channel deepened 20 feet. On 
the channel side of Skipwith Towhead the chute is 
almost completely filled by silting, which works 
into the chute. If that is no improvement to navi- 
gation it would be difficult to say in what such im- 
provement can consist.

The 
work at Delta Point, as far as mattresses have been 
sunk heretofore, has held the bank for three 
years.

LABOR TROUBLES. 

Coors, Nov. 23.—The depression in the 
knit goods market and the accumulation of the 
production has caused & movement looking toward 
the shortening of the hours of labor and a decrease 
of wages. With this object in view the manufac- 
turers of Amsterdam have appointed a committee 


to confer with the Cohoes mill-owners. The lead- 
ing manufacturers of this city, while favoring the 
movement, are of the opinion that its practical 
working is an impossibility. A case in point 
was recited when. in 1878, an agreement 
was entered into to shut down for 30 days froma 
designated date. During the interim nearly every 
roill ran overtime, and the stoppage was a farce. 
The association became inoperative. One Cohoes 
manufacturer stated that he was fully capable of 
conducting his own business; the dictation of an 
association would not be tolerated, and his future 
action would be governed by the state of the mar- 
ket. Another said he fully indorsed the action of 
the Amsterdam mill-owners, and was eager to enter 
into a curtailing agreement. A general meeting 
will be held on the arrival of the Amsterdam com- 
mittee, and the future will be definitely settied.

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LINKED WITH OLDER DAYS 


A CHURCH'S HISTORY IN THE OLD 
POST OFFICE. 

THE OLD BUILDING ONE LINK IN THE UN- 
BROKEN HISTORY OF THE COLLEGIATE 
CHURCH IN THIS CITY—THE RISE AND 
PROGRESS OF THE DENOMINATION. 

Now that the oldest edifice consecrated to 
religious purposes existing in New-York—the old 
Middle Dutch Reformed Church, in Nassau-street, 
latterly best known as the old Post Office Building 
—willsoon bea thing of the past, it seems a fit- 
ting time to trace the history of the remarkable 
organization under whose auspices this aucient 
tabernacle came into existence. The Collegiate 
Church of the Dutch Reformed denomination of 
this City—a most unique institution, which at this 
date is constituted of three magnificent church 
edifices and four chapels—in an unbroken chain 
links the mest primitive Protestantism of the 
New World to the present. And what it was 
250 years ago it is now—the same in name and 
the same in faith. Worldly institutions that 
at different times have been contemporary with 
it have experienced the mutations of earthly 
change, and quietly or noisily passed into history, 
but this sturdy old chureh, now somewhat anti- 
quated, to be sure, in its forms, yet enjoys con- 
tentedly a vigorous old age in the midst of a vast 
empire that has grown about it; and, peradven- 
ture, will yet outlive many another organization 
now boastful in the strength that comes with un- 
taxed youth. 

It was in 1609 that Hudson Janded at Castle Gar- 
den—there or thereabouts. In 1613 a trading post 
was formed. In 1621 the West India Company was 
organized and bought Manhattan Island of the 
Indians for $24. In 1623 the first attempt at agri- 
culture was made. And in 1628 Dominie Jonas 
Michaelius preached the word of God, just as it has 
been preached in unbroken liue ever since, through 
the auspices of the Collegiate Church. The first 
church was erected in 1633. This was a plain wood- 
en building situated on the Kast River, in what is 
now Broad-street, between Bridge and Pearl streets. 
Hard by, a parsonage witha stable attached was 
put up for the use of the Dominie. As early as 1626 
one Francis Molemaker built a horse mill with a 
spare loft, and this hall-room under the roof was 
perhaps the first regular Protestant place of 
worship in America. The Rey. Jonas Michaelius 
arrived at the Island ot Manhattan on Aug. 
11, 1628. Previous to his adyent the Bread of Life 
had been broken by two worthy schoolmasters, 
who came over with Minuet, the Director of the 
colony. And this primitive organization now lives 
in the Collegiate Church, retaining the title, the 
charter, an unbroken succession of the ministry 
and consistory, as well as tne records from the be- 
ginning; and, last but by no means least, the prop- 
erty from time to time bequeathed to the ** Re- 
formed Protestant Dutch Church of the City of 
New-York.’’ ‘he circumstances under which the 
first services were held, presumably in the horse- 
mill loft, are thus narrated by the Rev. Jonas 
Michaelius, in a letter only recently discovered in 
Holland. 

‘*We have first established the form of a church, 
(gemecnte,) and as Brother Bastiaen Crol very sel- 
dom comes down from Fort Orange, [Albany,] be- 
cause the directorship of that fert and the trade 
there is committed to him, it has been thought 
best to choose two Elders for my assistance and 
for the proper consideration of all such ecclesiasti- 
cal matters as might occur, intending the coming 
year, if the Lord permit, to let one of them retire, 
and to choose another in his place from a double 
number first lawfully presented by the congrega- 
tion. One ef those whom we bave choosen is the 
honorable director himself, and the other 
is the store-keenper of the company, Jan 
Huyghen, his brother-in-law, persons of very 
geod character as far as I have’ been 
able to learn, having both been formerly 
in office in the Church, the one as Deacon, the 
other as Elder, in the Dutch and French churches, 
respectively, at Wesel. We have had at tbe first 
administration of the Lord’s Supper full 50 com- 
municants—not without great jov and comfort for 
so many—Walioons and Dutch, of whom « portion 
made their first confession of faith before us, and 
others exhibited their church certificates. Others 
had forgotten to bring their certificates with them, 
not thinking that a church would be formed and 
established here, and some who haa brought them 
had lost them unfortunately in a genera! confla- 
gration; but they were admitted upon the satisfac- 
tory testimony of others to whom they were known, 
and also upon their daily good deportment, since 
we cannot observe stricily all the usual formalities 
in making a beginning under such circumstances. 
We administer the Holy Sacrament of the Lord 
once in four months, provisionally, until a larger 
number of people shall otherwise require. The 
Walioons and French have no service on Sunday 
other than that in the Dutch language, of which 
they understand very little. Some of them live far 
away aud could not come on accouut of the heavy 
rains and storms, so that it was neither advisable 
nor was it possible to appoint any special service 
for so small a number with so much uncertainty. 
Nevertheless, the Lord’s Supper was administered 
to them inthe French language, and according to 
the Freneh mode, with a preeeding discourse, 
which Ihad before me in writing, as 1 could not 
trust myself extemporaneously.” 

In 1633, on the arrival of the Rev. Everardus Bo- 
gardus, the loft was relinquished for the church 
already referred to as builton the East River. This 
marked an event inthe colony. Accompanying the 
Dominie there came over aschoolmaster named 
Adam Roelandsen, who organized a church school, 
and this particular school has enjoyed an uninter- 
rupted existence for nearly 250 years. It is known 
as the Parochial School of the Collegiate Church, 
and now flourishes at No. 160 West Twenty- 
ninth-street. It is under the direction of 
a Board of Trustees consisting of seven per- 
sons, of Whom at leasf four are required to be 
members of the church in fullcommunion. The 
eatechism is regularly tauyht, and a religious at- 
mosphere pervades the place. Those pupils who 
pass their examinations satisfactorily on leaving 
school are presented with a Dibie, a 
hymn-book, and a diploma bearing the sig- 
naturo of the Trustees and the Principal. 
From 1638 to 1642 the little wooden church on the 
East River remained the only house of God in the 
colony. At the latter date, under the leadership of 
the well-known navigator David Peterson de 
Vries, astone church was completed in the fort. 


‘This was a pretentious affair, 72 feet long and 50 


feet wide, and cost 2,500 guilders. For purposes of 
security from any sudden attack ot the Indians it 
was built within Fort Amsterdam, near what is 
now the Battery, the edifice occupying the south- 
east corner of the inclosure. It remained nearly a 


For more than a generation—from 1642 until 1693— 
it was the sole place of worship in the settlement, 
and it could be said in a literal sense, as well 
as figuratively, that this litcle Christian com- 
munity “held the fort” against all comers, 
In 1693, the chureh in the fort being required for 
use by the garrison—Dutch rule in the meantime 
having been superseded by that of the English, 
with their Hpiscopai form of worship—the Dutch 
people determined to ereet another, and chose for 
its site a spot in Garden-street, now Exchange- 
place. This edifice was an oblong square, with 
three sides of an octagon on the east side. Its 
windows consisted of smail panes of glass set in 
lead, most of them having coats of arms curiously 
burnt on the glass by Gerard Duyckinck. In front 
was a briok steeple on a square foundation. large 
enough to admit of a room over the entry for the 
meeting of the Consistory. This structure 
answered the needs of the congregation for nearly 
40 years. First it was knownas “ the chureh in 
Garden-street.”” Subsequently, to distinguish it 
from another, it wes called the “Old.” and finally 
it came to be designated as the ** South.” 

In 1729 the eclifice was built that is now being 
taken down. ‘To distinguish it from the other it 
wus called the ‘* New,’ and then it was that the 
one in Garden-street becume the “Old.” The 
** New,’ as has been said, is (what is left of it) in 
Nassau-street, between Cedar and Liberty streets. 
It is 100 by 70 feet within the walls. The ceiling 
was one entire arch without pillars. The spacious 
editice possessed admirable acoustic qualities, and 
remained in use until i844, when it was leased to 
the Government for Post Office purposes. In 1861 
the United States became the proprietor, and now 
the title is in the Mutual Life Insurance Company. 
In a few days the title ef **oldest”’ will have fallen 
to St. Paul’s Episcopal, completed in 1766. 
However, between 1729 and 1766 there is 
quite a gap. And so far as the Dutch 
denomination is concerned they will have nothing 
to show that is older than the church in Lafayette- 
place, buiit in 1839, and which, by the way, is the 
immediate successor of the one about to be dis- 
mantied. From" New” this Nassau-street church 
became known in time as the “ Middle’? Church— 
to distinguish it from the Garden-street chureh to 
the south and another in William-street which be- 
came known as the “ North’—and it is as the 
* Middle” Church that the Lafayette-place church 
isknown. It wasfrom the steeple of the church 
now being demolished that Franklin made his his- 
torical lightning electrical experiments. The third 
church built was known as the *North.’’ It was 
situated in Horse and Cart-lane, now William- 
street, and was finished in 1769. Its site is now 
covered by a handsome business block, owned by 
the Collegiate corporation, on the north-west cor- 
ner of William and Fulton streets. On an upper 
floor prayer-meetings continue as of yore. The 
old North Chureh stood for more than a century, 
from 1769 to 1875. 

The Collegiate churches are now represented by 
the Middle Church, Lafayette-place, built in 1839; 
the church at Fifth-avenue and Twenty-ninth-street, 
built in 1854; the ehurch at Fifth-avenue and Forty- 
eighth-street, built in 1872, besides four chape!s 
known as De Witt, (1861,) Knox Memorial, (1866,) 
Seventh-Avenue, (1869,) and North Church Chapel, 
(1859.) In the last named there is held what is 
known as the “Fulton-street daily prayer meet- 
ing.” The edifice at Fifth-avenue and Forty- 
eighth-street is a magnificent structure, and was 
erected at a cost not far from a million of dollars, 
while the Middle Church in Lafayette-place is a 
remarkably substantial granite pile, adorned 
with 12 Ionic columns, each a monolith, 
It should be remembered that the Collegiate 
Church (this mystery of sevenin one) is only one 
out of 19 Dutch Reformed Churches in New-York. 
Its membership ts about 2,000, while that of the de- 
nomination in this City is near 7,000. For the three 
chief churches there are four ministers, all chosen 
for life, and while they are assigned to duty in par- 
ticular churches, each is, ina sense, Pastor of all. 
‘Those clergymen that officiate at the chapels under 
the Collegiate Consistory are not styled Collegiate 
ministers. The venerable Rev. Thomas Edward 
Vermilye, D. D., LL. D., is now practically retired, 
having served the Consistory sines 1839. 

The government of the Collegiate Church Is 
lodged in a_ consistory composed of ministers, 
Elders, and Deacons. The consistory of this date 
is constituted as follows:

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THE METROPOLITAN ROAD IN THE COURT 
OF APPRALS— $4,000,000 INVOLVED. 

ALBANY, Nov, 23.—A case involving a claim 
of $4,000,000 was argued in the Court of Appeals 
to-day. The action is entitled the New-England 
Tron Company, appellant, against the Gilbert (now 
Metropolitan) Elevated Railway Company, re- 
spondent. The appeal is from the aflirmance by 
the General Term of the Superior Court of the City 
of New-York of a judgment dismissing the com- 
plaint. Action was brought by the plaintiff 
to recover damages for an alleged breach by the 
defendant of a contract made between the parties 
by which plaintiff was to construct 10 miles of the 
defendant's railway. The complaint alleges that 
the defendant refused to opserve the covenants 
of the contract, 2nd precured the portion of 
the road which the plaintiff contracted to build 
to be constructed by the New-York Loan 
and Improvement Company; that by reason 
of the breach plaintiff nas suffered damages in pre- 
paring to go on withthe work to the extent of 
$5,000, and has been deprived of prospective profits 
on the contract (based on the actual cost of the 
road as built) amounting to $400,000 per mile, or 
$4,000,000 in all. 

The defendant denies that the parties who exe- 
cuted the contract had any authority so to do; 
claims that the contract was iarcomplete 
and provisional, or conditional upon the 
doing of certain acts and the happening of cer- 
tain events, which were never done and 
never did happen, and allegesthe insolvency and 
surrender of the corporate existence of the plain- 
tif before the commencement of the action, by 
reason of an assignment of its property to Trustees 
for the benefit of its creditors, and its consequent 
inability to have performed tke contract. The 
complaint was dismissed on the trial on the ground 
that plaintiff had disqualified itself by the assign- 
ment set up inthe answer. This is the main ques- 
tion in the case, which is nevertheless very com- 
plicated. A. J. Vanderpoel and Judge Freeman J. 
Fithian argued the case for the appellant and 
Francis C. Barlow for the respondent.

HROM CHINA. 

Hone Kona, Oct. 28.—The ex-Regent of 
Corea entered upon his life-captivity in an interior 
He has already 
begun ,to study the Chinese language. 

The health of Mrs, Young, wife of the United 
States Envoy, is seriously affected. She has not 
yet ventured into the harsh climate of Peking, and 


it is expected that she will pass the Winter on the 
Mediterranean. 


The Chinese troops are to be immediately with- 


drawn from Corea, their riotous behavior having | 


begun to weaken the tlind veneration for every- 
thing Chinese hitherto felt in Corea. There was 
some excitement in Hong Kong on Oct. 26, caused 
by rumors of the impending seizure and destruc- 
tion of Cowloen City, near Hong Kong, by a pow- 
erful secret Chinese society. In response to an ap- 
peal for British assistance, a considerable force of 
infantry and artillery was sent to the threatened 
district, and the anticipated outbreak was prevent- 
ed, but a dangerous precedent has thus been estab- 
lished on the part of the Chinese authorities. The 
neighborhood of Canton {is in a very disturbed 
state, owing to the alleged inefilciency of the new 
Viceroy. Tho former hostility to the missionaries 
is revived and seycral serious attacks are reported, 
but no lives have thus far been lost. The Chinese 
and French continue in arms in Annam, and Ton- 
quin may become the scene at any moment of 
active hostilities.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE QUARRELS AND TROUBLES ON 
THE JEANNETTE. 
MR. MELVILLE FINISHES HIS SAD STORY OF 
ARCTIC SUFFERING—MORE ABOUT THE 
DE LONG-COLLINS QUARREL—A TRIBUTE 
TO DE LONG’S ABILITY. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The reading and 
approval of the record of the past two days occu- 
pied the attention of the Jeannette Board of I!n- 
quiry for about two hours this morning. after 
which Engineer Melville was called and questioned 
by the board. Witness stated that while at Jama- 
valoch there was little hunting or shooting by 
their party, as there was hardly any game. Mr. 
Newcomb did some hunting with a shot-gun. In 
regard to the physical condition of the party from 
the time they reached Jamayaloch witness said: 
“After the first 15 days all except Leach were 


able to walk. His feet and legs were in a very 
bad condition until atter his arrival at Yakutsk. 
Mr. Danenhower's eyes appeared to trouble him, 
as he always complained that the smoke in 
the hut hurt his eyes. ‘The ability of the 
party to prosecute a search for the people 
of the first cutter was limited by the means at their 
disposal, by the state of theice, and by the want 
of food, clothing, and guides.”” To the best of his 
Knowledge and belief witness did all that he ceuld 
to rescue hiscompaniens. The greatest difficulties 
which he had to encounter were the inability of 
his party to understand the nativesand to make 
themselves understood, and the fact that it was 
impossible, with no money or means attheir dis- 
posal, to secure or compel the aid of the natives 
until it was fully authorized by the Russian au- 
thorities. 

Q.—Did you believe when you went for the log- 
books and records left by,De Long that the people 
of the first cutter were dead or alive? A.—I was 
morally certain that at that time they were all 
dead. Common sense and my own judgment 
taught me that. Before }] started both Ninder- 
man and Noros teld me it would be useless to look 
for the first cutter’s party before Spring, as be- 
yound a possibility of doubt they were long since 
all dead. 

In reply toa further question, witness said that 
at one of the reported difficulties between Mr. 
Collins and Capt. De Long he believed Mr. Danen- 
hower was present. Mr. Collins was treated just 
the same as any other officer, and with the same 
cordiality. At one time Mr. Collins took a notion 
not to respond to the usual good morning saluta- 
tions of the Captain. When the Captain entered 
the wash-room mornings, it was his custom to say: 
“Good morning, gentlemen;” and we all respond- 
ed with “Good morning, Captain.” Mr. Collins, 
hewever, used to turn his back when he saw the 
Captain coming in and look away, or walk away 
without responding. Mr. Neweomband Mr. Col- 
lins used to talk and walk together more than they 
did with any of the other officers, and were on 
more intimate terms with each other than with the 
others. No distinction whatever was made in the 
mess on account of their being civilian officers, but 
all were treated with the same courtesy and upon 
an equal footing. 

@.—Are there no others among the officers and 
men of the Jeannette’s crew than those you bave 
already mentioned who are deserving of commen- 
dation? A.—Those I have named are especially de- 
serving of mention. The general opinion aboard 
tbe ship was that Mr. Chipp was the best seaman 
on tbe Jeannette, and was a thorough ofiicer in all 
respects. Seamen Manson and Leach were espe- 
cially faithful while in the whale-boat; the latter 
had his feet badly frozen by remaining at the tiller 
for 12 hours without relief. It was considered 
a dangerous experiment to change coxswains 
during the gale, lest the boat should broach 
to and fill. I did not know that it would 
be deemed proper for me to pass judgment 
upon my commanding officer, but to my mind 
he was as good a man as could be assigned 
to any duty at any timeor in anyplace. He al- 
ways seemed equal to any emergency, and all that 
he did was done with his whole soul. Had I sup- 
posed that I would be permitted to speak of my 
commanding officer or his conduct { should not 
have allowed five minutes to pass without bearing 
my testimony to his worth and unfaltering devo- 
tion to duty. But words of mine are of little value 
beside the monument which his record has erected 
to his heroism and unwavering fidelity to the ser- 
vice and to the well-being of those intrusted to his 
charge. 

The court, having no further questions to pro- 
pose, adjourned. The next two days will proha- 
bly be occupied in reading to the witness his testi- 
mony before the board.

AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HON. GEORGE B. 
LORING, COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The Hon. George 
BL. Loring, Commissioner of Agriculture, in his an- 
nual report, says the Entomological Division has 
pursued investigations into,the habits of many in- 
seets affecting the principal staples, and much val- 
uable information has been obtained. Two and 
a half million packages of seeds have been distrib- 


| uted and 260,000 copies of special reports printed. 


The Statistical Division estimates the following as 
the yield of 1882: Corn, 1,635,000,000 busheis: wheat, 
410,000,000 bushels; oats, 470,000,000 bushels; bar- 
ley, 45,000,000 bushels; rye, 20,000,000 bushels; 
buckwheat, 12.000,000 bushels. The Chemical Di- 
vision ;has made many analyses of grasses, 


soils, water, &c., though the work of the division | 
has been devoted largely to the investigation of the | 


sugor-producing qualities of sorghum and other 
plaots. Referring to this and previous work in 
this direction, the Commissionsrsays: “‘At the re- 
quest of the chemist of the depariment, I submit- 
ted the sorghum analyses and work of his 
division to the National Academy of Sciences, 
onthe 30th of July last, for investigation by that 
body.

RAIDING CANADIAN INDIANS. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Agent Armstrong, 
at the Crow Indian agency, Montana, on Oct. 31 
addressed a communication to Gen. Terry, in com- 
mand of the Department of Dakota, asking for 


protection against the raids of Indians from across 
the line, supposed to be Piegans. He says the 
Crows have been raided six or seven times, and 
have lost not less than $20,000 worth of horses. 
‘This loss fails most heavily upon the best class of 
Indians—those who have shown and now show a 
disposition to do something for themselves and try 
to become good citizens. ‘The agent’s influence is 
thus Cisastrously lessened, for although the United 
States agrees to pay the Crows for such losses he 
says it will never do it. The agent is also in- 
formed that a large number of Flathead Indians are 
making preparations to raid the Crow Keservation, 
He fears that unless he can guarantee protection 
to his Indians he will not have 50 Indiaus stop with 
him next Summer, whereas he now bas about 1,200. 
Gen. Terry has accordingly ordered Major Merrill, 
at Camp Villard, Montana, to proceed to the Crow 
Ps mg and arrange withthe agent some effective 
plan of operations to produce the desired result. 
In indorsing this order Gen. Sheridan calls atten- 
tion to his previons recommendation that the agent 
in charge of the Indians who make the raid should 
give timely notice of such raids to the military 
authorities in arderthat the perpetrators may be 
punished.

HIS TROUBLE WITH POLICEMEN WHO #TRAt 
RIDES ON HIS CARS. 

Jacob Sharp, President of the Bleeckers 
Street and Twenty-third-Street Crosstown Rail- 
road, was a prisoner at the West T'wentieth-Street 
Police station on Wednesday evening on a charge 
of assault preferred by Patrolman Dempsey, of the 
Sixteenth Precinct. The circumstances which led 
to the arrest of Mr. Sharp were explained by the 
policeman to a Tnres reporteras follows: “I was 
on my way to the station-honse in full uniform at 
5:30 o’clock on Wednesday evening, and I jumped

said there was my fare. and if anybody authorized 
by the company to collect it came aiong they could 
have it. Sharp said that I must put my fare in the 
box or leave. Isaid Iwoulddo neither. He thena> 
tempted to throw me off the car, but did not succeed, 
He stopped the car and anumberof the railroad 

employes, Owen Gilligan among them, took hold of 
me to put meoff thecar. When Sharp and Gilligan 
put their handson me Jarrested them, and obtained 
the assistance of Officer Smith to take them to the 
station-house.” Capt. McE!wain, who was in com 
mand when Mr. Sharp and Gilligan were bronughi 
| in, investigated the case, and, not deeming th¢ 
charge of assault sustained, discharged them. 

Mr. Sharp said last night that he bad not been 
arrested. He went to the station-house to make a 
complaint against the officer for stealing a ride oa 
the car, and while in the station-house the charge 
of assault was made against him. Prios 
to 1878, Mr. Sharp said, ‘policemen in uniform 
were allowed to ride free on the cars of the road, 
but owing to what he characterized as unwarrant 
able interference by the Police with the employes 
of the road, orders were issued cutting off this priv: 
ilege. The Police force is quite well aware of this 
yet many policemen persist in stealing rides, an 
the conductors are unwilling to put them off, fear 
ing to incur their displeasure. On Wednesday 
evening he was‘ riding on the rear platform 
of the car when two policemen jumped 
on. ‘They made no attempt to pay theil 
fares, and seeing that they intended to steal s 
ride, he told them that they must pay theii 
fares or leave the car. They refused to pay an¢ 
refused to leave the car, and when an atternpt wai 
made to eject them they arrested Gilligan. Mr 
Sharp intends to make a complaint against Officen 
Dempsey and Smith to the Potice Commissioners 
Capt. McElwain said last night that Mr. Sharp’ 
grievance against the Police had its origin four o 
five years ago, when the Bleecker-street road wat 
building aswitch at Ninth-avenue and Twenty 
third-street. The workmen were prosecuting the 
work on Sunday, when the permit which had been 
obtained from the Department of Public Works tc 
tear up the pavement was locked up in the safe at 
the railroad's office.

KEEPING THE INDIANS QUIET. 


Wasuineton, Nov. 23.—The following ex- 


tract is fromareport of Agert Wilcox at the Don 
Carlos Indian Agency in Arizona: “The arrival of 
Gen. Crook upon the reservation has been the 
means of quieting the 'ndians. The system of 
counting the male members over 10 years of age 


was inaugurated Oct. 18, and continued until the 
close of the month, the highest number reached 
being 1,236. These men are being tagged, and a de- 
scription taken of each man, entered in a book for 
the purpose, the object thereof being that in case 
of a raid in any part of the Territory I may know 
exactly what Indians are concerned in it. Consid- 
erable dissatisfaction has been expressed by nota 
few of the Indians at being obliged to count every 
day. I have been informed that one Indian threat- 
ened the life of the General should he persist in his 
demands to count them. The plan of holding 
chiefs of tribes responsible for the actions of mem- 
bers of their bands has had the effect of reducing 
the quantity of ¢iswin manufactured by them.”

OWN LIFE. 

Henry Dauchert, a German watch repairer 
committed suicide last evening by swallowing: 
dose of cyanide of potassium. His widow, Marga 
retta Dahchert, told an astonishing story iast nighi 
to account for the suicide. Her husband had foi 
years kept asmall shopat No. 451 Grand-street. Is 
front of the shop he had a large wooden watch dia 
as a business symbol. In July last he received 4 
notice, said to have been issued from the office 
of the Corporation Attorney, informing hia 
that a suit had been instituted against him 
in the Fifth District Court fora violation of a cor 
poration ordinance for vermitting the sign to pro 
ject beyond the stoop line. In due time the case 
came up for trial, and it is supposed thata judg: 
ment was entered against him, He heard nothing 
more about the case until yédsterday morning, 
when two strange men entered his place and, rep 
senting themselves as City Marshals, demanded 
from him $15 52, which, they said. was the amount 
of the judgment against him, with costs. He said 
he had no money; whereupon one of the men, 
who wore some sort of a _ metal badge, 
toid him that in default of payment he 
would be sent to jail for 15 days. Dauchert sent 
his wife out among the neighbors to endeavor to 
borrow the money, but she only succeeded in ob- 
taining $5, which was given to the men, one of 
whom gave her a receipt on the back of a card, on 
which was the name of ‘* George J. Smith, City 
Marshal.” He wrote on the card: ‘“ Paid $5; bal- 
ance due, $10 52. Nov. 27.” and told Dauchert 
thatthe balanee must be paid on Monday or he 
would have to goto prison. They thenleft. Dau- 
chert seemed greatly disturbed at the prospect of 
going to prison, and, while in a fit of despondency, 
took the poison last evening and died at vu o'clock. 
After his death became known in the neighbor- 
hood, one of the men who had calied in the morn- 
ingcame back and told Mrs. Dauchert that she 
need not pay the balance due, and requested the 
return of the receipt which had been given to her 
husband. The card had been, however, mislaid, 
and he was compelled to leave without it. The 
card wae subsequently found, and is now in the 
hands of the Police. These facts have been re- 
ported to Coroner Brady, who promises to make a 
searching investigation, as it is believed that the 
men who called on Dauchert were not Marshals.

TELLING THE SIORY OF THE SPUY.- 
TEN DUYVIL CATASTROPHE, — 

WELIUS, THE REAR BEAKEMAN OF THE cCHI- 
CAGO EXPRESS, ON TRIAL — CHARGED 
WITH MANSLAUGRTER IN THE FOURTH 


MEGREE—ALL THE TESTIMONY FOR THE 
STATE GIVEN. 


In their verdict respecting the collision be- 
tween the Chicago express and the Terrytown 
special train of the New-York Central and Hud- 
sou River Railroad at Spuyten Duyvil on the night 
of Jan. 13 last, the Coroner’s jury declared that the 
main responsibility for the killing of State Senator 
Webster Wagner and six other persons, who were 
elther crushed or burned to death in the wrecked 
cars, rested upon George Melius and George F. 
Hanford, the rear brakeman and conductor, re- 
8pectively, of the Chicago express. The jury also 
declared that some responsibility for the collision 
and deaths must be borne by tlie engineers of the 
two locomotives that drew the Chicago express, 
the engineer of the Tarrytown special, John M. 
Toucey, Superintendent of the railroad—for having 
prepared a schedule which provided for the run- 
ning of trains at the rate of 20 miles an hour 
On a sharp curve through a deep cut—and 
upon the railroad company for failing to 
telect its servants with proper care as 
to their fitness to perform the duties im- 
posed uponthem. The Grand Jury subsequently 
ndicted Melius and Hanford for manslaughter in 
the fourtan degree. The ground of the indictment 
against Melius is the allegation that he, as the rear 
brakeman of the Chicago express—when that train 
was stopped through its air-brakes having been put 
out of order by some meddlesome person pulling 
she safety rope—did not go far enough behind the 
rain to signal the 'larrytown special in time to 
prevent the collision, Hantord, the conductor, is 
sharged with neglect of duty in failing to see that 
Melius performed his duty as soon as the train 
stopped. oom:

COUNTY CANVASSERS’ METHODS. 
—_———_>—___. 
IGNORING DECENCY AND COUNTING OUT 


SPRAGUE — JOHN H. CARL’S CASE 
THROWN OUT BY THE CouRTS. 


When the Board of County Canvassers met 
yesterday to make the official declaration of 
the resuit of the recent election in this City 
it was met by the mandamus procured by 
John H. Carl, Democratic candidate for Al- 
derman fin the Tenth Assembly District, re- 
quiring the board to show cause why the 
returns from the Third Election District of the 
Tenth Assembly District should not }be thrown out 
because of an alleged irregularity in their prepara- 
tion. This prevented the announcement of the 
vote, and, afier a long wrangle, a recess was taken 


until 3:30 o’clock to-day. Carl’s case afterward 
came - before Judge Donohue, who denied the 
motion for a mandamus. ‘ 

The wrangle yesterday grew out of the final 
report made by the Committee on Protests, and, as 
usual, the Democratic Aldermen arrayed them- 
selves solidly against their Republican colleagues. 
The Committce on Protests reported that the 
Board of County Canvassers had no power to 
investigate the allegations made in the protests 
handed in, and so could not delegate such power 
to a committee. The committee had decided 
therefore that it could do nothing, and so re- 
ported. Alderman Levy moved that the re- 
port and accompanying protests be _ placed 
on file and printed in the minutes, and Alderman 
Waite promptly moved as an amendment that the 
matter lie over until all the members of the board 
were present. Aroll-call was ordered, and theseven 
Democrats present voted aguinst the amendment, 
which was supported by;the five Republicans who 
were in the Chamber. Then Alderman McClave 
moved that the report be amended by inserting a 
statement to the effect that the Inspectors of Elec- 
tion of the Third Election District of the Tenth As- 
sembly District had appeared before the com- 
mittee and had declared that tne returns from 
that district were correct. The committee's 
report, Mr. McClave said, amounted to nothing, 
unless it stated what the committee had done, and, 
as the committee had heard the Inspectors, 
they ought to _ state that fact. As _ sucn 
an admission might in some way help to 
show that John H. Carl’s attempt to oust 
August Fleischbein from the certificate of election 
to which he was entitied was not well founded, 
the Democrats were instantly up in arms, Chair- 
man Kirk argued that the committee had no au- 
thority to examine the Inspectors, and so the fact 
that they did so should not appear in their min- 
utes. The littl Alderman, Levy, remarked that it 
was true that the Inspectors were before the com- 
mittee, but they cid not appear in their official 
capacity. Alderman Hall said the committee had 
merely given notice to the Inspectors that the re- 
turns from their district would be examined, and, 
as a matter of courtesy,the Inspectors were allowed 
to talk to the committee and say that the returns 
were correct. Chairman Kirk complained that he 
could not see what motive the Republicans could 
have in asking for the amendment, as the matter 
was in the courts. Finally, after three or four 
other speeches, Alderman Levy called the previous 
question, and the amendment was defeated by a 
yote of 9 to 7, two Republicans and two Demo- 
erats having arrived while the discussion was 
goingon. Then the little Levy’s motion to file and 
print the report was adopted by the same party 
yote, and the board took a recess. 

The Committee on Correcied Returns held a 
meeting at noon in the Governor’s Room to exam- 
ine the Inspectors of Election in the Fourteenth 
Election District of the Thirteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict, in which the vote for Assemblyman was}so 
as to elect Thales S._ Bliss, 
Democrat, over Henry L. Sprague, Repub- 
lican, thus counting out the latter. The com- 
mittee sent for the Inspectors under an order 
issued by Judge Donohue in the Supreme Court, 
at the instance of Mr. Spraguc. The latter was 
represented before the committee by Mr. Stetson, 
and Nelson J. Waterbury appeared for Mr, Bliss, 
It was shown that the Police returns and the tally 
lists of the Poll Clerks agreed in giving 173 votes to 
Mr. sprague and 120to Mr. Bliss, while in the re- 
turns canvassed by the Aldermen these figures 
were transposed.

REMOVAL OF STREET REFUSE. 

With the approval of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, Street-cleaning Commissioner 
Coleman has decided to advertise for proposals 
from contractors and others for the remova! from 
the City of the street-sweepings, ashes, garbage, 
&c., now carried off by the scows of the Street- 
cleaning Department. Mr. Coleman was in con- 
sultation for a long time yesterday with 


the members of the Board ef Estimate and 
Apportionment, arranging a satisfactory 
form of contract for this work. Tho contract will 
be let fora term of four years. The contractors 
will be obliged to furnish enough scows to dispose 
at once of all refuse taken to the City dumps, at 
each of which at least one scow must always be in 
readiness to receive its load. A clau3ze in the con- 
tract will provide that the contractor must obey 
the State and local laws and the City and sanitary 
ordinances regarding the disposition of garbage, 
&c., so that illegal dumping in the Harbor and the 
use of —— agg oo materiai for filling purposes will be 
prevented. Commissioner Coleman hopes to re- 
ceive bias from responsible persons, who will be 
able to put in use a plant of improved scows, and 
do the work in a satisfactory manner and at a less 


cost than under the present system. Under the 
terms of the contract the Commissioner may annul 
the contract on 10 days’ notice, this being a similar 
provision to that in the existing contracts for clean- 
ing the City below Fourteenth-street.

CRUELTY TO A CHILD. 

Mary Schreiber, a German woman, was 
placed on trial in the Essex County Court of Quar- 
ter Sessions, at Newark, yesterday, on a charge of 
having brutally ill-treated her 2-year-old step-son. 
The District Attorney, in opening the case, said the 
woman had been in the habit of whipping the little 
one with straps aud pounding him with her fists; that 
he was left in the street and yard by the mother, 
and finally sickened and died. ‘* The State is un- 
able to show,”’ said Mr. Crane, “that death resulted 
from the treatment received at the hands of the 
step-mother, or she would be on trial for @ much 
more serious offense.” John Patterson, one of her 
neighbors, residing at No. 8744 Main-street, had 
made the complaint against her. He had seen the 
woman beating the child wih a cat-o’-nine-tails, 
and had seen her strike him with her fist. 
He had been left out in the yard in a 
wagon in midwinter, and had heard her say 
that she wished he was in the grave with her 
mother.

EXPLAINING TARIFF BURDENS. 
MR. J, SCHOENHOFF’S PLEA FOR FREE RAW 
MATERIALS, 


A special meeting of the New-York Free 
Trade Club was held last evoning in the club-rooms, 
No. 19 West Twenty-fourth-street, at which Mr. J. 
Schoenboff, a well-known writer on tariff topics, 
delived a lecture on “ Discriminations of the Tariff 
against Wool Manufacturers.”” Mr. Schoenhoff 
prefaced his remarks by defining political economy 
as “common sense plus figures and facts,” and 
then spoke of tho effect of a protective tariff. 


We had free trade anywhere withiu the States and 
Territories, he said, but as soon as the border line 
was reached it was different. The man on the 
other side of the line was a good man, and our 
friend when he Lought from us, but he became a 
dangerous person as soon as he began to sel! to us. 
On the other hand, the American manufacturer 
was allright when he exported American manu- 
factures, but as soon as he began to import foreign 
goods he must be watched as a conspirator against 
his country. We were tied in a dark corner by the 
leading-strings of protectionists, while all around 
us there was light. The young man in 
America was left to fight his own way, 
and had to shift for himself until he 
ventured to trade with other countries. Then 
he was immediately put into Spanish boots anda 
straight-jacket by our wonderful tariff laws. For- 
eign countries, Mr. Schoenhoft continued, bad pros- 
pered only as they had introduced liberal ideas in 
commerce. ‘he truest protectionist was the one 
who gave manufacturers the fresst raw materials. 
It was reserved for our Government to lay a heavy 
burden on the raw materials used in our manutfac- 
tures, and then to try to equalize matters by put- 
ting a heavy tariff on the manufactured goods, 
The lecturer contended that all that American 
manufacturers needed to enable them to compets 
successfully with all the world was to obtain raw 
ea as cheaply as other nations could obtain 
them. 

Mr. Schoenhoff then spoke of the tariff on wool 
and woolen goods, and exhibited semples of for- 
eign and domestic productions. He showed how 
American woolen goods cost double the price of 
foreign goods of the same class, and said that if 
the tariff on raw maateria!s was abolished wool 
manufacturers would be amply protected with a 
duty of 25 to 85 per cent. ad valorem, while at pres- 
ent they had no protection at 100 per cent. The 
relative values and qualities of home and foreign 
wools were commented upon, and then the lecturer 
pointed out the fact that the census showed that 
the industries which had the highest protec- 
tion paid the lowest wages, and vico versa. 
The higher the protection was, the more was the 
competition, prices were forced down, and then 
Wages went down. The notion that farmers were 
protected by the tariff on wools Mr. Schoenhoff de- 
clared to bea fallacy, and gave statistics of the 
sheep-raising industry to prove his point. The 
specific character or our tariff on wool and woolen 
goods was another great burden on the people. 
Several cases were cited to show the absurd incon- 
sistencies of our specific tariff, and then Mr. 
Schoenhoff earnestly advocated free raw materials, 
the wiping out of specific duties, and a moderate 
ad valorem tariff on woolen manufactures of from 
25 to 35 per cent. In conclusion, Mr. Schoerhoff 
declared that in every instance it could be demon- 
strated that the producer, the farmer, the working 
man had to pay from every dollar of his earnings at 
least 10 cenis as the result of the inflation caused 
by taxing raw materials.

A LECTURE BY GEDRGE JACOB HOLYOAKE, 
THE ENGLISH PHILANTHROPIST. 

Mr. George Jacob Holyoake, the English 
philanthropist, lectured last evening in All Souls’ 
Anthon Memorial Church on “The Moral Force of 
Co-operation.” The speaker said that he sawa 
definition of co-operation in a New-York newspa- 
per recently, which was the marriage of a doctor’s 
daughter to an undertaker’s son. That might be 
co-operation for business purposes, but was not 
exactly his Cefinition. He bad heard an Exglishman 
illustrate co-operation by saying thatif two grey- 
hounds hunt together they will bring their master 
more hares than four dogs hunting separately. 
Industria! co-operation had for its object to effect 
the catching of hares, not for the master, but for 
the greyhound himself. It was the association of 
any number of persons together whose object was 
to attain, by concert, prudence, common sense,

und good will, certain advantages to he divided 
among themsecives. ‘There was three methods of 
co-operation—by store, by workshops, and by 
bank. In France co-operation was in the work- 
shops, in Germany by bank, and in England by 
stores. Co-operation wes so difficult that no 
country was able to co-operate by the three 


methods, or by two only; each confined itself to | 


one. America as yet had no method at all. 
The process by which a co-operative store was es- 
tablished in England was for a meeting to be 
called and the fact explained that it woulda be ad- 
vantageous for the sake of purity of food, fairness 
of measvre, and the attainment and creation of 
new capital to combine for tbese ends. Then it is 
proposed that each person save up until he is able 
to subscribe a small stipulated sum, such as $5, or 
even as high as $20, but never any more, for the 
purpose of getting the project under way. When 
100 subscribers at $5 each are found, the store is 
commenced, a very small room being used for the 
purpose, and the service being voluntary. These 
100 persons, finding that the more peopie came to 
the store the greater their profits would be, would 
tell their neighbors of the venture, and it 
would thus be saved the expense of advertising. 
The average saving by subscribing to one of these 
co-operative stores was 10 per cent., so that if a 
householder spent $5 per week at the store he 
effected a saving of 50 cents. If his family be 
large, he sates more, and so the poor man finds 
that the larger his family is the cheaper he can get 
his provisions. After the payment of expenses in 
aco-operative store, 5 per cent. is paid to each 





subscriber and 244 ner cent. is set aside for educa- 
tional purposez. No more than 5 per cent. is ever 
paid to the subseriber, and the balance of profit is 
used for asurplus fund. Mr. Holyoake noted sev- 
eral instances of ths advantages created by co- 
operation in England, and strongly advocated the 
adoption of the method in this country.

German Lloyd Line, was inspected at her dock, 
near the foot of Second-street, in Hoboken, yester- 
day afternoon, by several thousand invited guests. 
The saloons were gréatly admired. Rich carvings 
in the old German style adorn the ceiling, sides, 


and bulkheads of the dining saloon, which is pro- 
vided with small tables for families, as well as long 
ones for the use of single passengers. The ladies’ 
cabin is furnished in the most elegant style, and 
tne smoking-room is @ very attractive place. The 
state-rooms are flited up in the best manner. A 
band of music was stationed at the for- 
ward end of the hurricane deck, while another 
company of musicians played in the second cabin. 
One of the features of the North German Lloyd 
Line is that every sceward is required to be a 
musician: so that every steam-ship of the line is 
provided with a bana.

WOMAN’S DRESS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

My attention has been called to the editorial 
on ‘Rational Dress” in your issue of Noy. 12, and 
seeing your columns open to this subject I improve 
the opportunity of prolonging the sound, aithough 
I may hardly do more than to echo so complete an 
analysis and censure of the modern style of clothing. 
I do not now cal! to mind any publication in which 
it would give me more pleasure to see this subject 
treated than in Tae Times, for the reason thatI 
believe it has a large class of intelligent readers of 
both sexes. There may have been reforms czrried 
toa successful issuein which on!y menor only 


women were interested, and for which only one of 
them worked, but I do not know of them. 
doubt the possibility of such a consumma- 
tion. Until within a few years—I might almost 
say mouths—dress reformers have addressed 
themselves exclusively to women. There have 
been ‘“‘private lectures to tbe ladies,” in 
which the human hody has been exhibited 
in all stages of corsat-killing. The poor ladies have 
gone home half frightened out of their wits and 
desperately resolved to wear loose dresses and dis- 
pense with corsets. How shall they support their 
skirts? “‘Hang them from the shoulder, to be 
sure,’’ says the dress reformer; and they are hung. 
Then the wearer begins to wish herself in the same 
predicament. The skirts drag her down, for though 
the hips ere relieved the shoulders are cruelly bur- 
dened. Revolving the matter over in her mind. she 
concludes she must wear fewer and lighter skirts— 
consequently plainer ones. Then it isthat the hus- 
band or brother begins tolook with a dissatisfied air 
at the female relative, and wonder why she don't 
look as stylish as formerly. With this the back- 
sliding begins, and at last the lady goes back to 
the old ways feeling that she can better bear the 
burden of fashionable clothing than the weight of 
the male relatives’ disapproval. Now, had the lec- 
ture been public instead of private, and had the 
husband, brother, &c., attended with the lady, they 
could and probably would have discussed with 
each other the needs of a human being for free 
breath and free locomotion, and probably before 
this time a Woman’s right to appear what she really 
is, two-legged, would be well-established. 

Since the same general principles regarding 
warmth, lightness, convenience, ecouomy, neat- 
ness, comfort, health, and as much freedom of 
movement as so unnatural a thing as clothing will 
admit of, must be followed in the construction of a 
suitable dress for either man or woman, and since 
the extravagance and unhealthfulness of woman's 
dress bears almost, if not quite, as heavily on man 
as on herself, there seems to be no valid ground for 
confining a discussion ot rational dress to one side 
of the house. When a man has “six females in his 
family,’’ as one recently said in a letter inquiring 
about rational dress, an apology for such inquiry 
seems unnecessary, especially, as is often the 
ease, if he is obliged to pay the doctor, dress- 
muker,and dry goods man out of his own income. 

While [ cannot say, as lheard one young lady 
who had “*been to see Oscar Wilde,” that ‘f 
adore kree-breeches and ruffled shirt-fronts,’’ I 
must say that they strike me as much neater, more 
becoming and convenient than the ordinary mas- 
culine attire with its **cumbrous, ill-iooking cloth 
folds below the knee,’’ and slab shirt bosom. A 
pair of corsets would be an excellent rem- 
edy for the cold strip between vest and 
pants of which you complain, did it not happen 
that, as usually worn—open from two to six inches 
at the back—they leave a cold strip over the spinal 
column which cannot be conducive to good circu- 
lation. You really make out a pitiful case for 
the men. My only regret is that you do not belong 
to the skirted, corseted, French-heeled sex. Could 
you once experience ail the ills to which our cloth- 
ing subjects us, and, with such skill as you have 
shown in portraying the evils of man's apparel, lay 
them before a terrified public, I feel sure our 
emancipation would be speedy and pormanent.

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DECREASE OF CRIME, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
In the interesting editorial article, entitled 
** Decrease of Crime in the City,”’ contained in your 
issue of the 12th inst., you say ‘that the unfortu- 
nate form of our island compels a condensation of 
population such as is known nowhere else in the 


ivilized world. We have in consgquence in our 


belong to the oldest and worst cities of Europe.”’ 

This portion of your article calls to my mind tae 
annual report of the Board of Police Justices in 
this City for the year 1876, which strikingly demon- 
strates the effect that density of population has on 
crime. It shows that in the First Judicial District 
(comprising the lower part of the City, mainly be- 
low Canal-street,) there was in that year 1 arrest 
for every 3°4 of its population. In the Second Ju- 
dicial District (the west part of the City between 
Canal and Forty-second streets) there was 1 arrest 
to every 11 of its population. In the Third Dis- 
trict (embracing the east part of the City between 
Catharine and Fourteenth streets):there was 1 ar- 
rest to every 17 of its population. In the Fourth 
District (contained between fourteenth street on 
the Hast Side, Forty-second-street on the West 
Side. and bounded by Eighty-sixth-street on the 
north, running from the Northtotbe East River) 
there was 1 arrest to every 20 1-33 of its population, 
In the Fifth District (comprising the upper part of 
Manhattan Island above Lighty-sixth-street) there 
was 1 arrest to every 2044 of its population. Inthe 
Sixth (annexed) District there was 1 arrest to 
every 52 of its population. 

The boundaries of the districts are not strictly 
correct, but sutticiently accurate for the purpose. 
Special influences are also at work in tbe various 
districts which ought to be eonsidered in making 
exact inferences. We have herethe undeniabio 
proof that crime increases rapidly with the density 
of population. The reports present, also, the pain- 
ful feature that the ratio of arrests of women and 
children increases as the district is more thickly 
settled. Any efforts, therefore, that are made to 
spread out the population will conduce to the de- 
crease of crime, and consequently of the evils and 
miseries of the people, of which crime is but the 
excrescence. Rapid transitis a powerful agency 
at work in the direction of ameliorating the condi- 
tion of our community, and means should promptly 
be devised to extend its facilities to the annexed 
district and encourage the creation of comfortable 
and, at the same time, inexpensive homes. These 
Police court reports speak emphatically on numer- 
ous subjects on closer study. Many rules can be 
Geduced from them as to the relationship of cer- 
tain factors to crime. : 

The establishment of a national bureau of crimi- 
nal and kindred social statistics would furnish a 
broad and rich field for study, and tend to reduce 
the subject of crime and social disorders to an ex- 
act science. It is submitted that such 2 depart- 
ment would promote “ the genera! welfare.”’

Men, whose 
fathers and forefathers tilled that same ground 
and toiled through their humbie lives on that one 
piot of heritage—these men were driven from their 
houses and saw their very homes become a prey 
of the infuriated waters. Years will pass before 
their fields are again in a state fit for cultivation. 
Who will he!p build up their homes? Subscrip- 
tions in their aid have been opened in various parts 
of Europe. America often gavé proof of noblest 
generosity. It is not presumptuous to hope the 
same will be done for those distant sufferers. 
Although they are almost unknown to many of us, 
to assist them will only add to the merit of the 
good work. Will some true philanthropist take 
their cause in hand?

For instance, they said surroundings had 
nothing to do with people's health, stagnant water 
and saturated land were harmless, drainage was 
usoless, exposing muddy bottoms of ponds did no 
harm, those thinking differently were mistaken, 
&e. Several admitted they had never studied the 
subject of malaria. Two of them who had studied 
and written on the subject testified just the re- 
verse of what they had published, and, as the law- 
yer for the defense put it, “were not afraid 
to change thelr minds.” One of these 
kindly volunteered the information that the 
other side might have had his services if 
they had applied first. Asa proof that the people 
of Lenox, do not think the cause of the sickness is 
far to seek, I copy two resolutions passed without 
a dissenting vote, at a crowded fown meeting, 
held to consider the situation a few days after the 
verdict was given:

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PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN KENTUCKY.

NEED OF IMPROVEMENT FOR BOTH WHITES 


AND BLACKS, 

From the Louisville Courrier-Journal, Nov. 20. 

Superintendent Pickett, in his interesting 
report on the common schools of the State, seems 
to overlook the fact that by a vote of the people 
last August it was decided that the distribution of 
the schoo! money in the State must be equalized as 
to both races, that the State may be in accord with 
the amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States and the Federal laws prohibiting discrimi- 
nations as to race and color. In Kentucky, until 
now, the taxes collected from colored people, and 


fines, penaities, &o., collected trom them,’ have 
constituted a separate and very inconsideraple 
school fund forthe negroes. For the school year 
ending June 30, 1882, the per capita for the col- 
ored pupils was 50 cents, and the entire expense 
for 74,365 Pupils was $41,038 32. The equalization 
of the distribution of the school money will im- 
prove somewhat the educational prospects of the 
blacks, who fare poorly as to schools in the coun- 
try. Were provision made through the State, such 
as has characterized Louisville’s dealing with this 
question, there would not be any ground for com- 
plaint on the part of the negroes, but under the 
colored school act of 1874 they certainly are justi- 
fied in complaining of an ugiy discrimination. 
Henceforth Kentucky will comply with the Federal 
laws which she has ignored as to the mat- 
ter. It would be well if she should take 
the lead of all the States south of the 
Ohio in making her educational privileges 
for whites and blacks as abundant and beneficent 
as they are in Pennsylvania or Connecticut or 
Massachusetts. Kentucky neglects the education 
of her pupil children of both races at her peril. 
There should not be 100,000 truant children in the 
State. A majority of 
counties of the State who make reports emphasize 
the deficiency in school buildings, the preponder- 
apce of incompetent teachers, and the urwilling- 
ness of the people to tax themselves to secure cood 
houses and good teachers. There is a persistent 
dependence on the State to furnish everything—an 
idea which the Superintendent has the power to

THE GENERAL RESULTS IN IOWA. 

From the Burlington (Jowa) Hawk- lye, Nov. 18. 

With five counties still to hear from—Buena 
Vista, Crawford, Ida, Pocahontas, and Winnebago 
—the Republican majority in the State, for Secre- 
tary of State, over the Democratic nominee, runs 
up to 35,232. There were 143,336 Republican and 
108,004 Democratic yotes polled in the 94 counties. 
The Greenback vote has not yet been ascertained, 
but sufficient returns are in to show that it will 
scarcely be less than 30,000, showing that the 
“ Greonbaek eraze”’ in the State has not diminished 


| since last year, when there were 28,146 Greenback 


votes polied. The remaining five counties last year, 
when bad weather kept many men from voting, 
gave a Republican majority of 2524, and 
their returns this year will swell the majority to 
nearly 38,000. Considering that this was an off year 
all around, and taking into account all the unfavor- 
able circumstances, this showing is not so bad. 
proves that Jowa is inalienably Republican, and 
that no Bourbon elamor can corrupt its loyalty to 
Republican principles. Compared with the vote of 


|} 1880 there is a Republican falling off to the number 


of 40,531 votes, while the Democrats poll only 2,159 
votes less than in the Presidential year. Compared 
with the vote of last year, the Republicans polled 
10,015 votes more, and the Democrats increased 
their vote by 34,609. The five counties to hear from 
will change these figures somewhat, but two facts 
are apparent: Firstly, there were a great many 
more Republicans than Democrats who did not 
vote: and, secondly, a large numbor of 
Republicans voted the Democratic ticket, a 
fact which a careful scrutiny and compari- 
son of the vote in the separate counties 
confirm, This change is most apparent ina dozen 
counties, which have a strong German population, 
particularly the so-called river counties. The 
cause of this wholesale change is well known. 
Aside from the general national complaints, which 
had their influence everywhere, the adoption of 
the prohibitory amendment was resented by the 
German Republicans, who took their first oppor- 
tunity offered to express this dissatisfaction with a 
distastetul measure, holding the Republican Party 
responsible for the passage of the act, whether 
justly or not is not the query at present. It can be 
easily explained why they turn in masses against 
the State ticket, but why they shou!ld—at the same 
time, in their separate counties, where Republicans, 
irrespective of nationality, stood loyally by them 
in the battle against the obnoxious law, turn 
against their true and tried friends and defeat the 
local tickets is an incomprehensible feature of the 
result.

“hose who demand .the abolition of the 
internal revenue system ought to show, 
first, why taxes on tobacco and whisky are 
more ‘odious than the duties.on, say, im- 
ported | copper, pig-iron, and wool, and, 
second, how the expenses of the Govern- 
ment are to be’ paid after the internal 
revenue system: has been swept away. 
By strict economy the Government might 
‘undoubtedly pay'its way on the revenue from 
Oustoms alone, even when allowance has 
been made for‘the increasing dimensions of 
the pensions charge, if only the import 
fluties could be guaranteed to go on yielding 
their present amount. But the chances 
gre all against that assumption, and, ; 
obviously, the more revenue there - is 
derived from the tariff the less 
will it partake of a protective character. 
(The logical outcome of the demands of the 
\protectionists is a tariff which shall be abso- 
hake prohibitory of all imports entering 
into competition with home products. On 
the other hand, if their ‘‘ principles’? mean 
anything they should require the free 
admission of all materials of manu- 
facture not produced in this country. It 
will be, observed that the revenue from 
internal taxes last fiscal year was about 
'$146,500,000 and that this year it may ex- 
‘ceed $150,000,000. The annual increase 
since 1879 has been about $10,000,000, and 
it would be hard to name any taxes collected 
with less expense to the Government and less 
hardship to those who pay them. ‘‘ Abolish 
the internal revenue system’’ may be a good 
cry for demagogues; it isa poor policy for 
any party that seeks.to deserve the respect 
‘nd confidence of the people. 


\ The official canvass of the votes cast in 
this'City:on Nov. 7 corrects several impor- 
itant errors in the figures first published. They 
‘show that the 10,000 missing votes on Chief- 
Judge were due toa mistake of enumeration, 
‘and that: the. judiciary ticket received very 
‘nearly the same number of votes as the 
‘State ticket. Counting defective, blank, 
jand scattering votes, 175,317 persons voted 
the State:ticket, and of this total the can- 
didates of the two great parties received 
\172,699: votes. The combined votes of ANn- 
DREWS and RUGER aggregate’ 172,677. The 
majority of CLEVELAND over FoLcEr is 
97,129; that of RueerR over ANDREWS is 
55,023. ANDREws received just 11,042 votes 
more than Foucer, a fact which suggests 
either that an unusually large proportion of 
Republicans staid at home or that a good 
many of them voted the Democratic ticket 
without making any exceptions. CLEVE- 
LAND’s vote in this City exceeds that 
given to Hancock by 1,899, while FoLGEr’s 
is 88,945 behind GarFiELD. In short, the 
Republican caiididates had in round num- 
‘bers 21,000 less than their share of the dimin- 
ished vote of last election, while the Demo- 


crats had the same number more, This may 


be accepted as approximating to the measure 
of Republican discontent in this City with 
the party management which brought about 
the nomination of Foterr. It represents 
just the amount of the plurality by which 
GARFIELD carried the State. 


The corrected returns also reduce the 
majority of Epson over CAMPBELL to 
21,417, and show that a change of 
11,000 votes would have elected the 
Citizens’ ticket. As Epson _ received 
13,623 votes more than Keenan, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for County Clerk, it is 
not difficult to find where the blame 
lies for Campseu.’s defeat. The com- 
bined votes of Borner and O’Brien 
show a majority of 5,648 over KEENAN, 
and had the Republican managers been true 
to their pledge of supporting the Citizens’ 
nominees for other offices than that of 
County Clerk this would. have been 
about the majority by which these 
nominees would have been elected. As 
was pointed out immediately after 
election, O'BrimEN’ seems to have re- 
ceived about 25,000 Republican votes, the 
remaining 13,000 being obtained by trading 
votes for Epson and other candidates in ex- 
change for O’Brien votes. It is evident 
that if a reform ticket is ever to be elected 
in this City, it must either be in spite of Re- 
publican wire-pullers or by the aid of a set 
of managers totally different from those 
who now control the party. 


The promoters of the Nicaragua Canal 
and the Eads ship railway schemes must be 
endowed with more than the ordinary share 
of blind trustfulness in the power of good 
luck to overcome adverse circumstances if 
they expect to get subsidies and guarantees 
from the somewhat: sobered body of men 
who will meet in Washington on the 
first Monday in December. Mr. Kasson’s 
bill guaranteeing 8 per cent. per annum upon 
$75,000,000 of the Nicaragua Canal bonds, 
which was reported formally frorn the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs just before 
the close of the last session, will be met by 
an adverse minority report from Mr. 
Bnount, of Georgia, who may be joined by 
Mr. Perry Betmont in his opposition to 
the proposed guarantee. If this bill should 
pass the House, it is said that the friends of 
Capt. EKaps, who, being more modest, asks 
for the yuarantee of interest upon only $50,- 
000,000 of his ship railway bonds, will press 
their proposition in the Senate as an amend- 
ment, and in case of defeat will revenge them- 
selves by fighting the Canal bill. As the 
two schemes are natural rivals, their mutual 
hostility in the Congressional period of their 
existence may, if properly encouraged and 
directed, be turned to an excellent use. 


Berlin is the centre toward which all po- 
litical particles in Europe tend whenever 
their equilibrium is disturbed. The disturb- 
ing influence which has lately set M. DE 
Giers, Baron MonRENHEIM, the Russian 
Ambassador at London; the Grand Duke 
Viapimir, and the Crown Prince of Aus- 
tria in motion toward the point where Prince 
von BisMARCK revolves upon his own polit- 
ical axis and shines for all, was no doubt the 
injudicious frankness with which the re- 
lations of Russia and Austria have recently 
been talked about in Pesth. In the course 
of these frequent conferences at the Prussian 
capital and over the noon-day lunches of the 
royal hunting party in Hanover the situ- 
ation will be freely discussed and an 
amicable adjustment of difficulties will 
no doubt be reached. Russia is said 
to be anxious to be the bosom friend 
of Germany since it has become evident that 
the latter power and England are on excel- 
lent terms. But whoever loves Germany 
must love Austria too, for the twain are in 
close alliance. Thus are four of the great 
powers knit together in bonds of brotherly 
love. Italy is as peaceably disposed asa 
child, and lone France will have to smooth 
her wrinkled front, since she is hardly rash 
enough to go to war with the whole conti- 
nent. We may rest assured, therefore, that 
the peace of Europe will remain unbroken 
until the Spring thaws set in. 


THE CURRENCY. 

The feature of the report of Mr. Knox, 
the Controller of the Currency, which will 
strike the general reader most readily is the 
table in which he shows the remarkable in- 
crease which has taken place in the currency 
of the country since the date at which the 
Redemption act went into effect. It will be 
remembered that until within a very short 
time before that date the opponents of re- 
sumption maintained with the greatest ear- 
nestness that the law could not be car- 
ried out, that the Treasury could not get coin 
enough together to meet the notes which 
would be presented for redemption, that the 
capitalists of Europe would never allow 
gold to flow to these shores, and that the 
whole scheme would fail miserably after 
involving the Government in discredit and 
the people in great distress, if not ruin. 
With these ideas in their minds, the Demo- 
cratic leaders undertook with obstinate per 
sistence to secure the repeal of the Redemp- 
tion act, which they were happily prevent- 
ed from doing by the firmness of a Republi- 
can majority in the Senate and the Republi- 
can possession of the veto power. The 
value of the conservative provisions ot the 
Constitution, which make it difficult for any 
parity to carry out great changes hastily, 
was never more strikingly exhibited than in 
the figures of Mr. Knox’s report, read in 
the light of the political history of the years 
since the passage of the Redemption law. 

In round numbers, the currency of all 
kinds on the Ist of January, 1879, amounted 
to $1,055,000,000. On Nov. 1, 1882, three 
years and ten months later, it amounted to 
$1,489,000,000, an increase of $484,000,000. 
This increase is distributed between gold 
coin, silver coin, and national bank 
notes, the United States notes having re- 
mained nearly unchanged. Gold _ has in- 
creased from $278,310,126 to $567,105, 456, 
or $288, 795,330, being a little more than 100 
per cent. Bank notes have increased $39, - 
036,073, and are now $862,727,747. Silver 
has advanced from $106,578,803 to $210,- 
824,335, or an increase of $1038,750,532, 
About $128,000,000 have been coined under 
the operation of the silver law. 

Of the coin and currency now in the coun- 
try, the Controller, by deducting the 
amounts in the Treasury, in the banks, and 


in other institutions, arrives at the conclu- 
sion that $986,891,081 are in “ the hands of |

the people.”” This is made up of 76 per 
cent. of all tne notes of both kinds, 52 per 
cent. of all the gold, and only 884 per cent. 
of all the silver estimated to be in the 
country. The notes—$544,000,000—in the 
hands of the people are more than 58 per 
cent. of the whole amount. The silver, of 
which some of our financial writers make 
so much, is only $81,000,000 of all sorts, 
being less than 9 per cent. of the total. The 
lesson of the figures in regard to silver con- 
tinues to be the same, and if there were any 
value in iteration and reiteration in teaching 
a people, the American Nation ought before 
long to see that the silver law is constantly 
and inevitably changing the resources of the 
Treasury from gold, the currency of the 
world, to depreciated silver. In all there 
have been $128,329,880 in legal tender silver 
coined, of which $92,414,977 are in the 
Treasury, and $35,914,908 only are circulat- 
ing outside the Treasury. Of the amount 
held by the Treasury, $65,620,450 are held 
for the redemption of silver certificates, of 
which the Treasury itself held, according 
to its November statement, $7,987,260. 
In certificates and coin some ninety-two 
millions are in the banks and like insti- 
tutions or are circulating. Neither certificates 
nor standard dollars enter as an important 
element into bank transactions, and with 
the recent change in the policy of the Treas- 
ury, by which gold certificates are furnished 
on deposit of gold, the demand for the silver 
certificates, previously used for the payment 
of Customs dues, will steadily diminish. 
These figures make it plain that there is no 
substantial obstacle in the way of obtaining 
all the gold necessary for the business of the 
country, or for the redemption of its notes 
by the Government. It is clear that the 
country is quite capable of maintaining, 
with no serious strain upon its resources, a 
currency consisting of gold and of paper 
redeemable in gold. Such a currency 
is admitted by all whose opinion is 
entitled to consideration to be the safest and 
best that is used in the world, the one that 
affords the greatest facilities for legitimate 
business and the least danger from ex- 
cessive speculation. It is a currency by 
means of which largely Great Britain sus- 
tains her commercial supremacy, and with- 
out which that supremacy would inevitably 
be surrendered to this country, if we pos- 
sessed such a currency. Although there 
have been special circumstances favorable 
to the soundness of our currency, in the na- 
ture of our foreign trade since 1879, there is 
no question that the Nation is abundantly 
able under any circumstances to have a cur- 
rency of gold and its equivalent. Indeed, 
if it had not been for the marvel- 
ous development of the resources 
of the Union within the past five years, 
the vices of our actual currency system 
would have been made obvious. Sooner or 
later a people like ours, with so vast an in- 
ternal commerce, and the possibility of a 
foreign commerce proportionately great, 
will be forced to adopt the best currency. 
It is only a question of whether we shall 
adopt it now, when we candoso without 
difficulty, or whether we shall reach the goal 
through considerable, and perhaps serious, 
disturbance and distress. 


CONGRESS IN SPECIAL SESSION. 


There is already among the exultant Dem- 
ocrats some talk of the pressing necessity for 


an extra session of Congress, The existence 
of the present Congress willend at noon 
March 4, 1888. The term of the Repre- 
sentatives-elect will then begin; and if there 
should be an extra session of Congress called 
the newly elected Representatives would 
organize the House. As everybody knows, 
the new House of Representatives will be 
largely Democratic, and its Speaker, Clerk, 
Sergeant-at-Arms, Door-keeper, and numer- 
ous Chairmen of committees, clerks, em- 
ployes, &c., will all be Democrats. The 
mere statement of this fact is enough 
to make *the average Democrat’s mouth 
water. That so much patronage should be 
just within reach is indeed tantalizing to the 
place-hunters and office-brokers who hang 
on the skirts of every political party. Shall 
the day for the re-distribution of this plun- 
der be set so far off as the first Monday in 
December, 1883, when the regular session of 
the new Congress must begin? or shall it be 
made necessary that the new Congress be 
convened early in the new year? Shall the 
Democrats enter into possession at once? or 
will they see the Republican office-holders 
complacently keeping their places from 
March until December? 


These are questions that are now agitating 
the minds of some of the Democratic lead- 
ers. It is inevitable that there shall be 
clamor for an extra session. Thé demand 
will come from the rank and file of the 
Democratic Party rather than from the 
managers. The men who want place and 
patronage do not usually stop to consider 
questions of party policy. In their eager- 
ness for a taste of the sweets of power, they 
are apt to throw all prudential considera- 
tions to the winds. But the only way by 
which an extra session of Congress can 
be called is through a proclamation by 
the President. It is not intimated, so far 
as we have seen, that-the Democratic lead- 
ers, provided they should agree as to the 
necessity of an extra session, could be ex- 
pected to prevail on a Republican President 
to call Congress together at any time after 
the 4th of March next. What a Republi- 
can President might do, as a measure of 
party policy, is one thing—provided we 
may assume that so dispassionate a chief 
magistrate as Mr. ARTHUR would do any- 
thing for party policy. What the Demo- 
crats might demand would be quite another 
thing. In any case, the Democrats must 
force the necessity for an extra session. 


There are two or three important matters 
that should receive the early attention of 
Congress. One of these is the revision of 
the tariff; another is the remission of some 
portion of internal revenue taxation. To 
these may be added some scheme of legisla- 
tion by which all possibility of doubt or 
cloudiness in the Electoral count shall 
be obviated. Some of the Democratic 
papers are recommending that provision 
should be made for the Presidential succes- 
sion, as there is now no Vice-President, and 
the accession of the temporary President of 
the Senate to the Presidency, although law- 
fully provided for, might strain the capaci- 
ties of our non-elastic form of government 
by creating new and unlooked-for complica- 
tions, It is urged that the next session of 


Congress, which begins Dec. 4, 1882, and 
ends March 4, 1883, will not be long 
enough to perfect any one of the important 
measures above referred to. Mr. W. D. 
KELLEY, speaking for the Ways and Means 
Committee, as well as for his protectionist 
constituents, has declared that there is a 
very dim prospect of tariff revision during 
the coming session. And it is obvious that 
the reorganization of the Electoral College, or 
its abolition, or any other proposed consti- 
tutional amendment looking thereto, would 
be impossible of consideration during the 
short session. As fora bill to regulate the 
Presidential succession, many months would 
be required to perfect a measure so im- 
portant. 


But, after all these matters have been re- 
viewed, it still remains with the President 
to call Congress together in special session, 
if tt is to be called. If the Democrats 
should be determined to force an extra ses- 
sion of Congress, they must carry out 
their purpose by refusing to pass one or 
more of the needful appropriation bills. 
There are many ways of accomplishing this 
object without adopting what might be 
called revolutionary measures. Congress 
dies at noon March 4, 1883. No power can 
give life to any bill that fails to pass 
both houses of Congress and receive the 
signature of the President before that hour. 
A determined minority could delay any bill 
so that it should fail to become a law. 
With a very little planning and some con- 
cert of action, any measure, however impor- 
tant or imperatively necessary, may be hin- 
dered from a final passage. Are the Demo- 
crats so hungry for place, so anxious to 
take the reins into their hands, so desirous to 
begin President-making, that they will force 
a special session of Congress next Sum- 
mer? It is early to begin discussing this 
question. But the Democrats are discussing 
it. We have not observed, however, that 
there is any opposition to this tentatively 
broached plan on the part of the Republi- 
cans. Of course, Republican officials whose 
tenure of office depends upon the action of 
the House will be seriously alarmed at the 
prospect of a speedy reorganization of the 
House. But we take it that the shrewder 
and more disinterested portion of the 
Republican Party would regard an ex- 
tra session of Congress with absolute com- 
placency. Once called together, Congress 
might remain in session all Summer, so far 
as any outside influence is concerned. And, 
from a party point of view, with the history 
of the Democracy before us, it cannot be 
said that a long special session of a Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives must needs 
be an unmixed calamity. 


THE STANDARD O1L COMPANY’S 
TAXES. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania in the case of the Common- 
wealth against the Standard Oil Company, 
taken up by writ of error of both parties 
from the Dauphin County Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, does not, as might be inferred 
from a hasty perusal of the brief dispatches 
announcing its rendering, wholly exempt 
that great corporation from taxation in Penn- 
sylvania. The finding of Judges Simonton 
and McoPrrrson that the company should 
be taxed upon that portion of its capital 
stock represented by tangible property ac- 
tually within the boundaries of the State is 
affirmed. But so much of the decision of 
the lower court as empowered the State to 
collect penalties and interest is set aside. 
It was upon this that the Oil Company’s 
appeal was based. It gets from the Su- 
preme Court, therefore, all it asked. 
The State’s appeal was based on the 
ground that the amount due the State by 
the corporation on account. of taxes and 
penalties was $796,642, instead of $31,801, 
the sum fixed in the decision of the Dauphin 
County court. As against the State the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court is a com- 
plete affirmation of the former decigion. 
But the importance of the decision 
lies in the fact that it is an appar- 
ently final judgment upon a disputed 
point in the interpretation of Pennsylvania’s 
tax laws relating to corporations, upon which 
our own law of 1881 is modeled. A con- 
trary decision, reversing the judgment of 
the lower court, would have produced the 
greatest consternation among corporations, 
particularly railroad and telegraph com- 
panies. 


The leading principle involved in this 
great tax suit was stated by us at the time 
the Dauphin County court rendered its de- 
cision, in April last. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany, though undoubtedly a corporation 
doing business in Pennsylvania, has never 
paid taxes there. An account was stated ip 
April, 1881, for $3,145,541, claimed to be 
due the State for taxes on its capital stock, 
penalties, and interest from 1872 to 1880. 
This sum was reduced to $796,642 in the 
suit brought before the Dauphin County 
court. The main point at issue was whether 
the tax should be assessed on the whole 
capital stock of the Standard Oil Company 
or only on such part of it as was represented 
by property in actual use in Pennsylva- 
nia. Tue powerful corporation vehe- 
mently contested the theory put for- 
ward by the Commonwealth that its 
entire capital stock should be taxed, 
as it had no office and but very little 
property of any kind in that State, its domi- 
cile being in Ohio. The practice in New- 
York under Controller WapswortTH’s inter- 
pretation of the statute and the construc- 
tion put upon the Pennsylvania law up to 
the time this suit was brought were 
in its favor, and it was pointed out 
that if this principle were established 
railroad and telegraph companies could 
be taxed upon their whole capital in every 
State their lines traversed. The court de- 
cided that the capital stock of the company 
was practically identical with the tangible 
property, and that ‘‘the true construction of 
the taxing acts must confine imposition of 
the tax to so much of the capital stock of 
the defendant as was, during the years in- 
cluded in the settlement, represented by the 
property and business of the defendant in 
the State.’’ 


In affirming this principle, Justice Paxson 
holds that ‘‘ the domicile of a corporation is 
in the State of its origin, and it cannot mi- 
grate to another sovereignty.’’ The Stand- 
ard Oil Company was formed in Ohio, 
and has its domicile there. It is tax- 
able in Pennsylvania ‘‘to the extent 
that it has brought its  vrovertv 


there, and no further.”” This ruling is quite 
as radically favorable to foreign corpora- 
tions as the State’s assumption of power to 
tax their whole stock was unfavorable. In 
essential unsoundness, so far as unsoundness 
consists in a denial of equal justice to all in- 
terested parties, there is very little to choose 
between the two. It is obvious that a cor- 
poration ought not to be fully taxed on its 
property and earnings in half a dozen States. 
But it is equally obvious that, in justice to 
the general body of tax-payers, it ought not 
to escape taxation everywhere. Yet this is 
precisely what is provided for in Justice 
Paxson’s decision, or, rather, in present 
laws as interpreted by it. A great many 
corporations are formed in Georgia nowa- 
days because the laws of that State are 
favorable to the cheap and ‘easy procure- 
ment of corporate power. It may be re- 
membered that the Peruvian Company ex- 
isted by virtue of a Georgia certificate of 
incorporation, Many other strictly North- 
ern corporations have, according to Justice 
Paxson, their fixed and eternal domicile in 
that State by virtue of having been formed 
there. Yet they have no tangible property 
in that State representing their capital 
stock. Many such corporations do a 
very profitable business in Northern States, 
though without acquiring tangible property 
of any considerable value. Where are the 
assets and earnings of these elusive corpora- 
tions to be taxed? Not in their ‘‘ domicile,’’ 
for they have neither property nor represen- 
tation there. And, under Justice Paxson’s 
ruling, evidently not in the State where their 
active work is done and their profits made, 
for this class of corporations occupy pre- 
cisely the position of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany before the tax laws of Pennsylvania. 
The estimated profits of that company for 
the last ten years are over $40,000,000. This 
money has been chiefly made in handling 
one of Pennsylvania’s great products— 
petroleum. Yet the utmost the State can 
get in the way of taxes for the five years 
from 1878 to 1878 is $18,289, that being the 
sum allowed, exclusive of interest and pen- 
alties, under this decision. 

The Supreme Court holds that the mere 
purchase of oil in Pennsylvania does not 
constitute the carrying on of business 
within the intent of the tax laws. ‘‘It has 
not been the policy of the State at any 
time,”’ it declares, ‘‘to embarrass the de- 
velopment and sale of her rich products, 
mineral and agricultural, by levying tolls 
upon strangers who come here to buy, and 
it is not the province of the courts to erect a 
judicial Chinese wall around the State, 
which could not fail to affect injuri- 
ously the best interests of the people.’ 
This is good commercial policy, and no 
doubt good law. But we cannot believe 
that the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
has had its last word with the Standard Oil 
Company. ‘This decision merely makes it 
necessary to devise: some new and surer 
method of enforcing the rights of the State 
against tax-evading corporations. It is to be 
noted that Justices TRUNKEY and STERRETT 
dissented from the opinion on grounds not 
stated, and Justice GorDon dissented on the 
ground that the whole capital stock of the 
corporation should be taxed. 





SOUND AND SMELL. 


An able Scotchman, who is, of course, a 
metaphysician and various other kinds of a 
scientific person, has recently made a grand 
discovery. He has found that smelling and 
hearing are essentially the same acts. A loud 
sound, or rather a sound of a certain degree 
of intensity, is heard by the ear, and is 
called a noise. A sound of a certain degree 
of faintness is perceived, not by the ear, but 
by the nose, and is called a smell. Noise 
and smell differ only in degree, and the 
senses which perceive them are in reality 
the same. 

This discovery at once justifies the pop- 
ular phrase—‘‘a loud smell’’—and removes 
it from the category of slang to that of 
scientific nomenclature. 
cording to the new discovery, differ in joud- 
ness. The odor of the violet is a‘soft, low 
perfume, but the smell of the onion is loud 
and-strong. The loud smells are not pleas- 
ant to us, because they are so close to the 
point when a smell becomes a noise that 
they jar upon’ our noses. They seem to us 
to be discordant. It is only the low 
and delicate perfume which pleases us, and 
the reason undoubtedly is that it is so far 
removed from noise that we instinctively 
recognize it as a scientifically pure smell. 

An illustration of the difference between 
smell and noise is afforded by the different 
states of matter. Carbonic acid gas and 
solid carbonic acid are precisely the same 
substances, although to the unscientific mind 
they appear totally unlike in every respect. 
We may imagine that smell is, so to speak, 
a solid substance, and that it becomes noise 
when it assumes the gaseous state. This 
would fully explain the discovery of the 
able Scotchman, and would enable us to un- 
derstand how things so apparently different 
as are smell and noise can Le really one and 
the same thing. 

It is quite possible that the Scotchman 
may, on further examination, discover that 
taste is identical with smell and noise. Every 
person must have noticed that there is a 
subtle connection between taste and smell. 
We often say of some article of food that its 
flavor reminds us of this or that perfume. 
Persons who have never dreamed of tasting 
a rose petal will instinctively recognize what 
they call the flavor of the rose, but what is 
really a reminiscence of its perfume, in the 
so-called rose confection of the apothecary. 
Vanilla is a perfume, but it is also a flavor. 
It will not do to say that the vanilla bean isa 
substance which will impart a peculiar flavor 
to ice-cream and that it also has a smell of 
its own, but that the two are entirely separate 
things. What we really taste in ice-cream 
is the perfume of the vanilla, and what we 
smell when brought in contact with vanilla 
perfume is the taste of the vanilla bean. 
Taste and smell are undeniably closely re- 
lated—far more closely, indeed, in the opinion 
of unscientific people, than are smell and 
noise. If smell isa substance in the solid 
state and noise the same substance in a 
gaseous state, may we not assume that taste 
is only the liquid state of the same remarka- 
ble substances? There is little doubt that 
were we, in accordance with the Scottish 
practice, to clear our intellects with oat-meal 
and strengthen them with logic and log- 
arithms, we would easily be able to perceive 
the substantial identity of taste and smell. 

The vractical value of the able Scotch-

Smells‘ must, ac-, 


man’s discovery may prove to be very great. 
Science has already succeeded in converting 
nearly every gas into a solid and nearly 
every solid into aliquid. We may, there- 
fore, fairly hope that it will in time suc- 
ceed in converting taste, smell, and hearing 
from one state into another at pleasure. Let 
us suppose, for example, that the music of 
‘‘Lohengrin’”’ could be converted into 
the solid or smellous state—for new 
facts in science require new words 
to express them. We could _ then 
enjoy WAGNER’s music through the 
sense of smell, and could have it put up in 
small and dainty vials like those in which 
ladies carry smelling salts. Or we might 
have the taste of any favorite article of food 
converted in the noisesous state, and so en- 
joy the pleasure of listening to venison or 
partridge solos, or to an entire dinner ar- 
ranged as an orchestral piece. We could be 
lulled to sleep by the sound of violets and 
could celebrate Fourth of July with the roar 
of onions and asafcetida. In fact, the uses 
which can be made of the able Scotchman’s 
discovery are so pumerous that the imagina- 
tion would fail in the attempt to describe 
them. ; 

At the same time, it might not always be 
desirable to convert smells into noises and 
noises into smells. We can fancy the 
hideous and discordant uproar that would 
follow were the Hunter’s Point smells to be 
made audible to the ear, and the nausea 
which most of us would feel could we either 
smell or taste the opera bouffe melodies of 
OrrenBACcH. Accidents would probably 
occur to scientific persons from the careless 
handling of smells, for no man can foresee 
what deafening and perhaps fatal conse- 
quences might follow the conversion of the 
smell of garlic into sound, but it would not 
be long before we should learn by experiment 
what would and would not be safe. 

In one respect the able Scotchman reminds 
one of that other eminently able scientific 
person, Sir IsAAc NEwrtTon, who, as every 
one knows, made a large hole in his door 
for the passage of his large cat and a small 
one for the passage of her kitten. The 
weak point of this great engineering work 
was the fact that the small kitten could go 
through the large hole as well as the large 
cat, and hence the small hole was super- 
fluous. 1f our ears are made for the use of 
loud noises and our noses for the use of 
small noises, would it not have been much 
better to have made the small noises percep- 
tible by the ear, and thus done away with 
the superfluous nose ? 





The Albany Argus prints a list of the mem- 
bers of the New-York Legislature for 1883, togeth- 
er with their Post Office addresses and their trades 
or professions, From this list it appears that the 
law-making body of the State next year will con- 
tain fifty-three lawyers—fifteen in the Sen- 
ate and thirty-eight in the Assembly. There 
will be one journalist in the Senate and 
five in the lower house. The remainder 
of the Senate will comprise one broker, one insu- 
rance agent, one dentist, one produce-dealer, one 
grain-dealer, one stone-dealer, two bankers, two 
contractors, two merchants, and four farmers. In 
the Assembly one gentleman will figure whose pro- 
fession has hitherto been that of a Police Justice, 
and there will be one member who has been earn- 
ing his livelihood by selling electrie lighting ap- 
paratus. A single compositor will figure in the 
lower house, although one other member is classed 
asaprinter. The other members of the Assembly 
include one “agent,”’ one banker, one cctton- 
spinner, one dentist, one grain-dealer, one miller, 
one oil inspector, one physician, one stevedore, 
train dispatcher, three hotel-keepers, 
three insurance agents, three lumber-dcalers, and 
three real estate agents, four clerks and four man- 
ufacturers, six gentlemen who have apparently 
had no visible means of support hitherto, seven 
liquor-dealers, eighteen merchants, and twenty 
farmers. Of course, it is to be understood that 
each Senator and Assemblyman has furnished the 
information concerning himself that is contained 
in this list.

Tt is as well to note the fact now, before 
there is a catastrophe to record, that the great 
Sound steamers sweep up the East River like so 
many cannon shots, swerving neither to the right 
nor to the left,and leaying the crowded ferry- 
boats to take care of themselves. It was imme- 
diately after the late collision between a Sound 
steamer and a canal-boat, in which the latter was 
sunk and the Captain’s family drowned, that the 
pilot of one of the East River ferry-boats described 
to a reporter the dangers of navigation in that 
water on account of the speed of the bulky Sound 
steamers and the recklessness of their owners. 
“We have to watch them and keep out of their 
way,” was his significant expression, “like 
cats and mice.” Each of the lines run- 
ning up the Sound has what it considers 
its own course through the East River, and woe 
betide any smaller vesse] that comes in the way. 
Every movement of one of these big steamers 
costs time and money, just as it does with an ocean 
steam-ship; and each commander is anxious to 
make as good a showing to his company as possible. 
That the pilots of some of these steam-boats would 
rather run down a smalt boat than turn out of their 
course is shown not only by the recent disaster to 
the canal-boat but by many similar accidents in 
times not long past. That not only the Sound 
steamers but almost any large vessel about the 
harbor wil! ruthlessiy run down any small pleas- 
ure-boat or row-boat that happens in its way has 
been Known to all boatmen so long that nothing 
else is expected, and the small boats take great 
pains to keep out of the road, though any sail-boat, 
even if it is no bigger than a toy yacht, has the le- 
gal right of way over a vessel propelled by steam, 
But it will strike most people as startlingly new 
this tendency of the Sound boats to come into 
close quarters with such ferry-boats as can- 
not look out for themselves. From the steam- 
boat owner’s point of view, the larger vessel is 
no doubt of much more account than the 
ferry-boat, which is only an awkward old tub at 
the best, that has no business in anybody’s way. 
But when the poorest of these boats is freighted 
with from one thousand to two thousand passen- 
gers her welfare is of incomparably more accourt 
than that of all the steamers that ply the waters of 
the Sound. The time of day when these big steam- 
boats are going out is just the time when the boats 
of the South, Fulton, Catharine, and Grand street 
ferries are most crowded, and on one of these 
often overcrowded boats the slightest accident 
would cause a panic that would be likely to cost 
many lives. Butif ever aSound steamer gives a 
ferry-boat a fair hit, even so penetrating a body as 
a Coroner’s jury will not be &ble to tell what has 
become of the smaller vessel without the assist- 
ance of a diver. 
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The Compagnie Internationale des Télé- 
phones has published at Paris a statement regard- 
ing the use of the telephone throughout the world. 
It appears that there are telephonic systems in 89 
cities in the United States. The subscribers are set 
down as numbering 37,187, but a foot-note explains 
that this is probabiy but one-third of the numberof 
aetual users. The cost is cot given, but in this City, 
for a private line, the chargeis $16 monthly. This 
charge far exceedsthat in other countries, which 
makes even more surprising the contrast between 
the very general use of the system here and the 
slight progress which it has made elsewhere. In 
Germany 10 citieg use the telephone and there are 
2,322 subseribers. The annual charge is 200 reich- 
marks (about $50) for 2 kllométres, (say. 154 miles,) 
and 50 reichmarks more for each additional kilo- 
métre. The operation is exclusively by the State. 
In Austria 970 subscribers in 3 cities use the tele- 
phone at a charge in Vienna of 160 florins (a little 
over $80) when ** redié,”” that is, we suppose, when 
connected with the central exchange. “ Non relié” 
(ar private) lines are 100 florins yearly, In Pesth 


the charge is 180 florins and in Trieste 90. In Bel 
gium there are 2,156 subscribers in 6 cities, and the 
cost is from 200f. to 300f. Copenhagen is the 
only city in Denmark which uses the 
telephone, and Cairo and Alexandria are 
the only two in Egypt. In Great Britain 
there are 4,870 subscribers in 21 cities, and the sys- 
tem is almost ready in 25 cities more. Twenty 
pounds is the most usual charge in England, but in 
Scotiand there are several cities wiere the cost is 
£15, and in Dublin and Belfast it is £12. Eight 
French cities are listed, and the total of snbscrip- 
ers is 3,640. In Paris the subscription is 600f., and 
in the Provinces 400f. In English India 213 sub- 
scribers in 3 cities use the telephone at a cost 
varving from £10 to £25, according to conditions 
not given. Twelve Italian cities furnish 2,902 sub- 
scribers at a charge between 120 lire and 200 lire, 
or from $25 to $40, but 190 lire is the most frequent 
figure. In the City of Mexico there are 300 sub- 
scribers. In Amsterdam and Rotterdam there are 
€51, at a cost to each of 120florins. In Russia there 
are 238 subscribers in 2% cities, and the charge ig 
250 rubles, a silver ruble being 75 cents. Four other 
cities are abeut to introduce systems. In Stockholm 
there are 672 subscribers, and 3 ether cities wiil 
soon have systems. In Switzerland there are 621 
subscribers in 3 cities. The charge is 120f., 
and the operation is by the Government. The 
usual mode of operation is by “‘concession,”’ or 
charter, from the State, but in Sweden and Hol- 
land authority is given by the cities. The Com- 
pagnie apologizes for the incompleteness of the 
summary, which is probably the first and only one 
yet compiled. No progress seems to have beca 
anywhere made in utilizing the telephone for ocea- 
sional needs at a charge similar to that for ind!- 
vidual telegrams.

FITZ JOHN PORTER'S CASE.

Po the Editor of the New-York Times: ' 

The very pertinent remarks of your two 
correspondents in Tue Times of this morning re- 
lating to Gen. Grant’s article in the North Ameri- 
can Review for December upon the Fitz John Por- 
ter case impels me todo what, after first impulse, 
I had determined not to do, to wit, in a public 
Way point out some of the manifest errors in said 
article: 

1. Referring to Porter’s disobedience of Pope's 
order of Aug. 27 to “start at 1 o'clock and 
come forward with your whole corps, or such part 
of it as is with you, so as to be here by daylight to 
morrow morning,”’ &c., Gen. Grant says: * It was 
about 10 o’clock on the night of the 27th when | 
Porter received this order. His troops had been | 
marching all day. were very much fatigued, some | 
of them only having just arrived in camp,” &c. 

There were two divisions in Porter's corps, com- 
manded by Gens. Sykes and Morell. Upon this 
point the latter testified in 1862, before the court- 
martial which tried Porter, (see record, page 143:) 
* I think my command, the last of it, did not arrive 
there [‘in camp’ at Warrenton Junction] until 
near sunset. I arrived there myseif about the 
middle of the afternoon,”’ Gen, Sykes, the other 
division commander, testified before the Schofieid | 
board that his command got into camp about 1 P. 
M. (See reecrd, page 445.) Sykes’s division, there- 
fore. had been in camp and resting about nine

SAGES. 
From the Fost of last Evening. 

Mr. Garrett, the President of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, yesterday, at a banquet of the 
Merchants’ Club of Baltimore, referred in his 
aiter-dinner speech to the recent combination of 
nll the cable interests between Europe and the 
United States, by which charges were greatly in- 
creased, ana to the supervision exercised by the 
Western Union Company over the telegrams 


passing over the cables. He said that he had in- 
uired of Mr. Pender, of London, the President of 
the Direct United States Cable Company, whether 
messages tu France could be forwarded by that 
company without going through the hands of the 
Western Union, and that he was informed in 
reply that ‘“* whenever the messages contained 
anything affecting the Western Union Com- 
pany in apy way, it would be the privilege of that 
company to inspect them, and that all messages re- 
ceived from the other side are sent direct to the 
Western Union main office, and from there dis- 
tributed.”” It would be iuteresting to hear from |! 
Mr. Pender directly upon this subject. Butif Mr. | 
Garrett understood Mr. Pender’s answer to his in- 
uiry correctly, it would seem that the Western 
nion Company, or rather its ruling spirit, Mr. Jay 
Gould, is cleverly using his monopoly to keep him- 
self informed about all business transactions that 
pass over the transatlantic cables. For it is evi- 
dent that all sorts of business dispatches must be 
closely “ inspected”’ for tne purpose of finding out 
whether they “ contain anything affecting the West- 
ern Union Company in any way.” It is not uncharita- 
ple to assume that Mr.Jay Gould might sometimes be 
tempted to take advantage of such extraordinary 
facilities of information for his own benefit. At 
any rate, Mr. Garrett, believing this state of things 
to exist, came to the conclusion that it weuld be 
desirable to have a cable over which messages 
could be sent without being subject to **inspec- 
tion”? by Mr. Jay Gould, and nobody can blame 
bim forit. He announces, also, thut the necessary 
money has been subscribed, and that “tho cable 
will be promptly builtin the best ¢manner and at 
the lowest cost.”” We understand that two new 
cables will be laid, and the cost price of the first, 
according to contract, will be only $2,200,000—a 
figure unprecedentediy low. Let us hope that ar- 
rangements wi!] be made to prevent Mr. Jay Gould 
from buying it up, for he has undoubtedly a weak- 

ess for facilities of * inspection.”*

AFFECTION’S TRIBUTE TO THE DE- 
PARTED. 

A NOTABLE ADDITION TO THE CHURCH ES- 
TABLISHMENT OF TRINITY PARISH, EL- 
MIRA—MRS. OGDEN’S MUNIFICENT GIFT 
—ITS ARCHITECTURAL AND DECORATIVE 
FEATURES. 

Exvamira, Nov. 22.—The yearning of the 
human heart after its loved ones gone before 
has prompted the creation of some of tha 
noblest monuments of art and of literature 
which the world possesses. The desire to pre- 
serve the memory of the departed is peculiar 
to no race or time; the highest and the lowest 
forms of civilization alike bear evidence to its 
intensity and its expansiveness. The rude 
monumental stone, no matter how fashioned 
by the hands of the sculptor, has long 
ceased to be the most fitting memorial of 
departed worth. A structure which lends 
itself to some social or religious function 
and whose uses suggest the cherished ideai or 
purpose of the person whose memory it per- 
petuates is, by general consent, the most fiting 
monument which affection, wealth, and itel- 
ligence can combine to raise. 

One of the latest examples of that kind of 
tribute from the living to the dead which 
serves to embody the most sacred and last- 
ing of affections while retaining the perennial 
charm of exalted usefulness has lately been 
erected in this city. It is in the form ofa 
memorial chapel with appropriate parochial 
buildings, and has been adopted by Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Ogden, of New-York, as tke most fit- 
ting way of perpetuating the memory of de- 


parted members of her family. Elmira is the 
placeof Mrs, Ogden’s nativity, and The Arnot 
Memorial Chapel” is intended to become a 
part of the church establishment of Trinity 
Parish in this city. The structure consists of 
the chapel, school-rooms, library, parlors, din- 
ing and dressing-rooms, all of which, elabo- 
rately and most artisticully decorated, have 
been thoroughly furnished with seats, carpets, 
chandeliers, books, organ, and all needed ap- 
pointments in a mauner most complete and 
characteristic of the benefactress, All these, 
with the land upon which the buildings stand, 
are included in the memorial scheme. The 
trensfer of this establishment to the church 
authorities is accompanied by such strict con- 
ditions in the deed of wift as to provide against 
the introduction of ritualistic practices in the 
worship to be held in the chapel. 

The buildings are of brick, with red stone 


| dressings, in the style of architecture which 
| prevailed in the thirteenth century. Their ex- 


treme dimensions are 128 by 56 feet. The 
chapel-front which is nearest the street is 5 
bays long, has an open timbered roof; the 
windows are gabled, are 3 bays each, and 
have richly traceried heads. The gables are 
capped with stone and each terminated with a 
stone finial, All the windows are filled with 
appropriate emblems in glass. Above the 
chancel window on the outside is an interest- 
ing sun-dial. This is reviving a custom which 
was nt infrequent in the parish churches of 
England. At the other end of the nave, andsep- 
arating the chapel from the parochial buildings, 
is &a massive bell gable, coped with stone, ris; 
ing to the top of its cross, about 66 feet. The 
main entrance to the nave is by a gabled 
porch, with a memorial inscription over the 
arched doorway. ‘The dimensions of the nave 
are 67 by 28, with a robing room 14 by 17 feet. 
The parochial building is twoand a half stories 
high, conveniently arranged with rooms for 
social and parochial gatherings and other 
parish purposes; it is provided with library 
and :reading,rooms, and, with the basement, 
finished in hard wood. ‘This part of the buil:l- 
ing has separate entrances distinct from the 
chapel, but connected with it where they ad- 
join; the extreme dimensions of it are 50 by 34. 
The architect was Mr. Richard M. Upjchn, of 
New-York. 

The decoration of the interior of the chapel 
and accessory buildings is a faithful attempt 
to express the construction, and is elaborate, 


| rich, and elegant to a degree rarely equaled in 


our larger citv churches, and most successfully 
and pleasingly accomplished. The main parts

mainly carried out in goid. The changes and 
combinations which are thus executed in a 
masterly manner upon this simple and limited 


| gamut preserve and express in a multitude of 


forms the varied features of this unique monu- 
ment, bringing out with force the chancel and 
its windows and the broad, characteristic con- 
tour of the nave. The decoration was de- 
signed by Mr. Cyrus L. W. Eidlitz, of the 


| City of New-York, and executed under his 
| immediate superintendence. 


In the stained-glass windows much of the 
interest of the chapel is concentrated, and it 
has many novel features. Over the chancel is 
which, while in 
four distinct divisions, yet forms one window, 


| having the appearance of an ancient picture. 


Over this is a large traceried rose window, 
very highly colored, which, with the brillant 
colored glazing on each side of the chapel, gives 
to the principal window a striking and pleas- 
ing contrasted effect in realistic tones. In 
the study of the design for the windows, the 
subject of portraiture was fully considered, but 
was on the whole deemed unadvisable in a 
place to be devoted to public uses. Each di- 
vision of this principal window represents 
symbolicaily, in a general way, the character- 
istics and something of the history of a rela- 
tive of the founder and donor of the chapel. 
The work is entirely free from all that crude 
coloring which weare accustomed to see in 
the conventional rendering of modern stained 
glass. 

The division on the extreme left, which is 
specially intended to perpetuate the memory 
ot the late John Arnot, the father of the 
donor, represents the sower sowing the seeds 
of goodness and truth for the guidance of com- 
ing generations. The accessories depict early 
morning effects—the Scotch fir in the back- 
ground and the thistle on the border at the 
base serve to typify age as well as the original 
nationality of its subject. The next division, 
devoted to the late Mrs. Harriet Arnot, mother 
of the donor, represents the matron richly 


appareled, holding the distaff—the spinning 
wheel—at her side as the symbol of the good 
woman who looksth well to the ways of her 
household. The third division belongs to the 
late Miss Aurelia Arnot, the donor’s sister, 


and depicts the figure of a young 
lady —the dntiful daughter — holding in 
her hand a *ook and a lily. In the 
background is a garden of flowers, 


signifying a cultivated and refined taste, and 
suggesting a love of knowledge and_ purity of 
character. The division on the right is dedi- 
cated by his widow to the memory of the late 
William B. Ogden, and represents the reaper 
at the close of day reaping the reward of past 
labor—the golden grain In middie distance, 
old pine trees on the distant hills, and at the 
base a border of oak, representing a vigorous 
aze atter a lite of successful industry. This 
chancel window, seldom equaled in fitness and 
in delicacy of drawing and coloring, was exe- 
cuted by Mr. Donald MacDonald, of Boston. 
Texts of Scripture, selected with great appro- 
priateness and felicity, are connected 
each figure, as well as the names and time of 
birth and death of each person memorialized. 
The chapel is to be dedicated by the Bishop of 


the diocese with fitting ceremonies within a 
few days. 








ADVOCATES OF DYNAMITE.

banged in Manchester, England, for the shoot- 
ing of a Police officer who was conveying 
Col, Thomas Kelly, a Fenian leader, to prison. 


Mr. James Redpath presided. Ireland, said Mr. 
Redpath, is the Rachel of the nations, “weeping 
for her children because they are not.” But she 
would yet arise and take her place in the foremost 
ranks of free nations. trish submission to England 
is not at all a question of morals, but of 
expediency only. Ireland would justiy be 
despised as a coward and a criminal if she 
could:throw off the English yoke and did not try 
to do it. Whenever she ceases to struggle the na- 
tions will cease to respect her. The Irish National 
League should be supported as long as it commands 
the confidence of the people of Ireland, but peas- 
ant proprietorship and home rule should not satisfy 
the Irish people. Home rule should be regarded as 
a means and peasant proprietorship as a step, not 
as a settlement. Prof. Mezzroff, who had beon 
advertised to deliver an address on scien- 
tific warfare, was introduced by Mr. Red- 
path. The Professor delivered an address 
which .did not awaken much enthusiasm. 
Sperxking of the Irish, he said he was indignant 
that Irishmen should be found in the trenches in 
Egypt helping to defeat men in a struggle for free- 
dom from the same tyranny that bas oppressed 
Ireland for centuries. He expressed the most in- 
tense hatred for the English, and wanted to know 
if any English spies or informers were pres- 
ext. The only way to gain the freedom 
of Ireland was by scientific warfare. This, he ex- 
vDlained, was tke use of nitro-zlycerine. If the Irish-

TRADES-UNION WORK. 


—_ 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE LABOR CONGRESS AT 
CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 23.—The Labor Congress 
to-day took up the question of per capita tax. 
There was considerable discussion whether it 
should be placed at 1 per cent. or higher, some 
favoring 2, and some even 8. It was finally de. 
cided that, with a constituency of 590,000 men, 1 


per cent, was enough, and the tax was placed at 
that figure. A change in basis of representation in 
regard to local trades-union was also discussed, but 
was referred to the committee. It was announced 
that the International Typographical Union had 
not paid the full amount of its per capita tax and 
that that body had been requested to comply with 
the rule governing that subject. The committee 
appointed to decide the place for holding the next 
meeting reported in favor of New-York City, and 
that the time be changed from November to Avg. 
2. The proposition was discussed at some length 
and the convention finally agreed to hold their next 
session on the third Tuesday in August, and New- 
York was chosen as the place of meeting. A me- 
morial from the Woman’s National Labor League, 
of Washington, was offered and read by Mr. Ed- 
monson, representing the District of Columbia, 
who accompaniea it by a motion that the organi- 
zation be given a representation in the next feder- 
ation. This was referred to a committee. Mr. 
Robert Howard, revreseuting the Mule spinners’ 
National Union, offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That owing tothe unjust and unwarranted 
action of the Pacific corporation of Lawrence in ro- 
ducing the wages of its operatives from 10 to 25 per 
cent. in wages in the face of dividends of over 20 per 
cent. which had been declared on an average for 
i9 years preceding, we advise the representatives 
present to urge upon the members of their respective 
unions to refrain from purchasing in future all cotton 
goods bearing thereon the trade mark of the said 
corporation. 

The mover was bei d vehement in his denuncia- 
tions of the corporation referred to, and was fol- 
lowed by others who spoke in the same strain. 
Tho resolution was adopted. As an offset a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted commending the 
action cf Jacob Perkins, a Cleveland millionaire, 
who, when two men in his employ were recently 
killed by the fall of a derrick, declared that he 
would see to the support of their families for life. 
A resolution was also adopted deciaring that the 
congress viewed with alarm the landing of a large 
number of Chinese under a deeision of Assistant 
Secretary Freneh, and directing the Legislative 
Committee to procure a decision giving a true in- 
terpretation of the said act, and if necessary to 
— an amendment to eover the purposes of the 
aw. 

Jn the afternoon an address was delivered by the 
Hon. M. A. Foran, Congressman-elect from the 
Twenty-first Ohio District. He said that in this 
body be recognized a great power. He did not 
believe that much could be done for the working 
mat by the election of one man here and there 
in their interests, but that if they could once 
obtain a majority to represent them some good 
might ensue. The one thing they needed 
was organization with some central power, and he 
believed that such power could be well lodged in 
the hands of this organization. He said that the 
majority of laws now in foree were in the capi- 
talist’s favor, and that working men stood little 
show of justice. The laboring mau should read 
more, ignore the leading of political parties, and 
vote as their own interests dictated. A resolution 
was offered by Mr. Grinnel, of Detroit, denounc- 
ing the present system of Jand-tenure, It was de- 
bated and finally voted down as being too larce a 
question for this body to attempt to dispose of. It 
was resolved to grant admission to the federation 
at its next session to a delegate from the Woman's 
National Labor League, of Washington. All dis- 
trict assemblies of the Knights of Labor were 
granted representatien on the same basis as loval 
trades-unions, although considerable opyosition 
had to be talked down before the point was car- 
ried. To-morrow’s session concludes the work for 
this year. 
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ERRORS OF THH COLLEGES. 
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DR. HOWARD CROSBY CRITICISING THE AT- 
TENTION PAID TO OUT-DOOR SPORTS. 

The Phi Beta Kappa Alumni in this City 
met at No. 22 West Thirty-fifth-street last night, 
the President, the Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, presid- 
ing. An address on “The Errors of Our Collegiate 
Institutions” was deliverea by the Rev. Dr. How-, 
ard Crosby. The speaker said that boys of differ- 
ent nationalities could not be treated alike in ed 
ucational trairing. There was no use in trying to 
educate the American youth with German meth- 
ods. The German course was very good for Ger- 
man youth, who could spend 15 years in school if 
need be. The American boy, however, was too 
nervous to be put to hard study at the age of 10, 
and at 20 he must he fighting inthe field of labor. 
It was necessary, the speaker maintained, to con- 
dense as much real necessary knowledge as possi- 
ble within the essentially brief period allotted to 
the Ameriean student. Dr. Crosby dia not believe 
in sacrificing any branch of a practical English ed- 
ucation to attempts to teach the classics or orna- 
mental branches. He also objected to the custom 
in American colleges of permitting the students to 
select their own studies. A young American boy 
of 18 does not know enough to select the studies 
that will best fit him for the real contest in life. 

In concluding his remarks the Doctor said: ‘** The 
only other mistake common to our colleges to 
which I will now refer is the fostering of hoat 
clubs and ball clubs. That young men should, in 
time of relaxation, go out on the green and have a 
good game of ball, or should go down to the river 
and have a row, is most naturaland commendable, 
but that they should form clubs for training 
and spend months in the process and 
have grand public contests before’ thou- 
sands all over the country and attract the 
professional roughs, with their betting and 
drinking, tothe grand show, in all of _which study 
is neglected and must be neglected, is an abomi- 
It isa shame that college 
Presidents are actually promoting this demoralizing 
system. It would seem as if these worthies 
thought that colleges were instituted tg collect 
a crowd of young bloods together, that they 


might have ‘a high time.’ No wonder that 
8®© many young men cannot go to college, 
because all this high living is so costly. 


If they refuse to pay the class taxes for all 
sorts of fooling, they are sboved aside as mean 
fellows, and this ostracism very few can bear. It 
costs a student at Yale or Harvard from $1,200 to 
$2,000 a year, if he is going to be in full rapport 
with his class. It beeomes college Trustees to see 
that these expensive habits, so inimical to all true 
study, are prohibited, and that Professors and 
students give beed to the important work for 
which the college was created. I believe all of 
these errors in our coliege management arise from 
a servile aping of foreign colleges and universities, 
in which imitation we go (as ail imitations are 
apt to do) far beyond our patterns, and utterly 
forget that our colleges are neither gymnasia on 
the one hand nor universities on the other, but 
schools sui generis, to be adapted to the peculiar 
conditions of our own country and the state of so- 
ciety bere. What we want is a quadriennium of care- 
ful mental! training in all the faculties of the mind 
coupled with an introduetion into the principles 
and relations of the various departments of know!- 
edge, all of which is to be prescribed by the in- 
structors, and the studies diligently pursued with- 
out distraction from any externai source tne siu- 
dent becoming so far master of the subjects 
siudied that he can Clearly state whut he knows, 
In order to get back to this course of duty we must 
avoid following the guidance of two very worth- 
less guides—the callow youth who are to be in- 
structed, and the shallow newspapers who don't 
know the difference between a college and a cir- 
cus.’

INSTRUCTING THE COLORED RACE 


———— 
THE BENEFITS CONFERRED BY THE HAMP- 


TON NORMAL SCHOOL. 

The Broadway Tabernacle was well filled 
last evening by ladies and gentlemen who had 
gathered to listen to statements regarding the 
work in progress at the Hampton Normal and Ag- 
ricultural School at Hampton, Va., where negroes 
and Indians are intellectually and industrially 
educated. The Rey. Dr. William M. Taylor, Paster 
of the church, presided, and seated on the stage 
with him were Mr. W, E. Dodge, James M. Brown, 
H. W. Hubbard, of the American Missionary As- 
sociation; Mr. Washburne, of the Rome Insurance 


Company; Dr. Hayden, of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions; William E. 
Douge, Jr., Dr. Arcularins, C. D. Ashley, the Rev. 
E. L. Shearer, Mr. Blaek, formerly of Ball & 
Black, jewelers; ex-Surrogate Delano C. Calyin, 
and the Rev. Drs. k. Heber Newton, Charles 8. 
Robinson, and Roswel! D. Hitchcock. Gen. S. C. 
Armstrong, the Principal, and four colered grad- 
uates and two Indian students of the school were 
present. The four graduates were Laura E. Davis 
aud Luey J. Boulding and Messrs. W. H. Daggs 
and Robert J. Hamilton, all of whom are 
now actively engaged in the work of edu- 
cating people of their race. The Indian 
students were George Stricker, a Sioux, 
and Robert MacIntosh, an Apache, the latter a 
former scoutin the employ of the Government, 
The graduates cach read essays upon the neeas of 
education as felt by the colored people, and also 
sang a number of plantation melodies. While the 
advantages of the education the graduates had re- 
ceived were apparent in their well-written and 


gracefully delivered essays, they were not 
sO apparent in their singing. They sang 
in perfect harmony und with much 


fervor, but the weird and fascinating characteris- 
tics of the music of the plantation negroes were 
eliminated by educational methods, and the fire 
and spirit that have charmed thousands in the past 
were gone. The most interesting feature of the 
meeting was the ‘short talks” by the Indians, one 
of whom, stricker, nas been three years at the 
school, and the other, Maelntosh, two years. 
They both wore the uniform of the school, 
and Stricker wore the chevrons of a Sergeant. 
MacIntosh has all the characteristics in form and 
feature of the finely formed Indian, and isthe third 
of his tribe—the Apache—who has undertaken to 
acquire a Christian education. When asked, on 
his arrival in this City, what he most desired to 
see, he suid, “ The monkeys and bears at Central 
Park. Ihave seen bears in our country and have 
been chased by them, and J would like to see 
what a vivilized bear looks like.” In his talk, which 
was in very broken English he said, ‘I suppose you 
want to hear me talk about what will imterest you 
most—the Indians. Well, some of my tribe are 
good men and someoct them are very bad. So 
they are like white men, you see. I am trying to 
get an education so as to be an interpreter when I 
get through school. We have interpreters who don’t 
understand our langage, and so our people are 
not truthfully represented to the Government 
and we have trouble. Our people don’t know 
about God, and many of them pray to the sun, 
thinking itis God. ‘They don’t believe the world 
is round, but that it is flat like this table, and I 
thought the sky overhead touched the earth a long 
way off. Butitaon’t, and the earth is round. I 
want to go back to my country and teach my 
people that there is a God and that the world is 
round, and all else that I learn at Hampten. Now, 
{ want you to help our people to know all that is 
right and good, and if you will help, I'll help too.” 
MaclIntosh’s companion, Striker, the Sioux, came 
to Hampton from Bishop Harris’s school at St. 
Paul, Minn. He is19 year. old. He spoke Englisa 
very weil, and referred pathetically to the fact 
that his tribe now occupied but a smal! portion of 
what had once been entirely their own, averring 
that this was only natural in their combat against 
civilization, which they are now looking after. 
“Tam glad to stand here to-night, on the former 
hunting ground of my ancesters,”’ he said, “* Man- 
hattan, the place of drunkenness they called it, 
and tell you that we are now trying to learn and 
know all that the whites know. When I have 
dene this I mean to go back and teach it to my 
people, and so help them to become better citi- 
zens.”’ Both talks, which were given without any 
suggestions to them as to what they should say 
were loudly applauded. 

The essays by the colored graduates of Hamp- 
ton related to the practical work among the col- 
ored people and of the need of teachers among 
them of their own race, from whom alone the 
more ignorant and superstitious will willingly re- 
ceive such instruction, This the two femaie teachers 
held to be especialiy the case among the wornen, 
to whom in great part the comforts of home, the 
duties of maternity, the laws of health, the bring- 


ing up of children, and the necessity of 
cleanliness are unknown. These must be 
taught them in order that the race 


may be bettered in the future and taught the 


true duties of citizenship, the beauties of a life of | 


virtue, the obligations of freedom, and the true 
ends and aims of life. Knowledge is the one thing 
needed to make of the colored race one that shail 
be a credit und benefit to the country. 

The practicai method of conducting the school 
requiring the students to work and pay tor their 
board and clothing was explained by Gen. Arm- 
strong, who stated that the debt had just been re- 
duced to $10,000 by the gift from a New-York lady 
of $4,000. The expense of education to each stu- 
dent is $70 a year. At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing 20 persons volunteered to undertake to pay 
$70 yearly to carry a student through the three 
years’ course, and Gen. Armstrong is confident 
that the number will be doubled to-day from ex- 
pressions of interest in the work made last even- 


ing. The students go from here to New-dersey 
and Connecticut.

THE KENSICO MURDER. 
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A VERDICT AGAINST CHARLES REYNOLDS BY 
THE CORONER’S JURY. 

Coroner Schirmer, of White Plains, con- 
cluded the inquest yesterday touching the death of 
Albert Montfort, who was found murdered in his 
house at Kensico, Westchester County, on the even- 
ing of the 4th of September. Mrs. Mary Haight, of 
Tarrytown, testified that she was a sister of Charles 
Reynolds, the accused man, and also of Mrs. Mont- 
fort. Tne latter was Visiting at her house on the 
Friday before the Sunday on which the murder 
was committed, and staid until thejfollowing Tues- 
day, when she was informed of the murder and 
sent for by the Coroner. Charles Reynolds had 


been at the witness’s house on Friday, Saturday, 
and Sunday. On Sunday he had a conversation 
with Mrs, Montiort in which he asked her where 
Mr. Montfort kept his money and how he kept it. 
Mrs. Montfort told him that he kept it with hin. 
keynoids then asked her where he kept his revolver 
and dirk-knife. She said she could not tell where 
he kept them. Then he asked her if she wouid be 


glad if Mr. Montfort were dead, to which 
she answered, “ Why should I? He gives me and 
my children a good living, and why should 


I wish him dead?” After laughing and joking for 
some time he said he was going away, and when 
he came back he would have $100 in his pocket. He 
left at 5:15in the evening to catch the 5:55 train. 
When he left the house he said he was going to 
New-York, and if any ono called for him to say he 
had goue there. Mr. Edgar Haight, husband of the 
last witness, corroborated her testimony, and 
added that “Charley had a revolver on Sunday, 
although he was not in the habit of carrying one.” 
Chief of Police Alfred Lawrence testified to having 
arrested Reynolds in Bridgeport, Cenn. He found 
in his possession a number of cigars of the same 
quality as those kept by Mr. Montfort in his store. 
Reynolds would not say where he got them. 
Edward Reynolds testified to having met Charles 
Reynolds on the Sunday evening of the murder, 
Nelson Odell thought he saw Charles Reynolds in 
Kensico on the evening of the night of the murder. 
The case was then given to the jury, and they re- 
turned a verdict. aguimst Charles Keynolds. Rey- 


| nolds is now in the White Plains Jail, where he has 


been since Policeman Lawrence arrested him in 
Bridgeport. The Coroner will make a commitment 
to hold him on this charge of murder for the next 
Grand Jury.

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SAD INCIDENTS OF itINING LIFE. 


RECOVERING THE BODIES OF TWO DEAD 
MINERS AT THE OXFORD AIR-SHAPFT. 
SCRANTON, Nov. 23.—The heroic rescuers 
who, at the risk of their lives, descended the 
Oxford air-shait a depth of 400 feet to recover the 
bodies of Hopkin Hughes and Patrick Ratchford, 
who were killed there last night, as aiready re- 





ported in Tue Times, displayed wonderful 
courage and coolness in the face of fearful 
peril. Most of the narrow space in which 


they worked, namely, 10 by 24 feet. was 
blocked by the heavy lumber of the collapsed plat- 
form, and by the mass of ice under which it went 


down. Ratchford and Hughes were buried under 
the débris, and jammed so tight beneath the tim- 
bers that it wasa most difficult task te remove 
them. It was 400 feet from where they lay to the 
mouth of the shaft, whose sides were sheathed in 
ice formed by the incessant drippings of water 


which oozed from the crevices. Occasion- 
ally huge icicles came whistling down 
upon the determined band of brave 


workers, extinguishing their light and causing 
them to fly to the corner of the shaft for safety, 
but they toiled on resolutely until about 2 o’clock 
this morning, when they succeeded in removing 
the mangled body of Ratchford. He was carried 
to the mouth of the shaft, where his wife and a 
large number of relatives, who had been waiting 
his arrival during eight hours of - painful anxiety, 
and hoping against hope were gathered to receive 
him. The news of the coming of the body created 
a thrilling interest, then there was a solemn hush 
at the sight of the rescuers, which was disturbed 
by the agonizing cry of the dead miner's widow, 
who fell unconscious among the crowd. She was 
earried to her home in a fainting condition, and 
those who attended her did not think she would 
recover from the shock. 

A few minutes after the removal of Ratchford’s 
remains, the body of Vopkin Hughes wag recovered, 
terribly bruised and distigured. There was a pa- 
thetic scene at the mouth of the shaft when he 
was taken out, and his stricken wife went into hys- 
terics. The case of Hughes is peculiarly sad, as he 
leaves a widow and six,children wholly unpro- 
vided for. Hehad made arrangements for another, 
safer, and better paying job at the Bellevue 
mine, and expected to begin work there to-day. 
Ratchford, his eomrade in death, had but just 
recovered from the effect of injuries sustained 
some time ago, and yesterday was the first day’s 
work since his illness. Of the other men who were 
injured, Thomas Watkins, of Patagonia, had his 
right shoulder broken and received a bad cut on 
the head by contact with a piece of ice, and James 
Roberts, in addition to a frightful woundin the 
right side, had one of his legs broken * a plank. 
His recovery is considered impossible. Morgan Z. 
Jones wes the ouly man of the party who eseaped 
uninjured.

SUICIDE OF A WILKESBARRE INVENTOR—A 


STRANGE LETTER. 

WILKESBARRE, Nov. 23.—David Evans, who 
resided at Waterman & Beaver’s works, near 
Kingston, in Plymouth Township, committed sui- 
cide to-day. He placed a revolver in his mouth and 
fired three shots. The first tere his lip, the second 
came out of his forehead above the eye, and the 
third went through his head, coming out directly 
on top and scattering his brains on the floor beside 
him. It appears from the evidence that Evans had 
been working for a long time on perpetual motion, 


for the last two years doing nothing else, and failure 
had crszed him. The verdict was in accordance 
with theov circumstances. He left the following 
letter for Mrs. Davis, to whom he bequeathed all 
his possessions: *‘I do sincerely prohibit any and 
all of the reverend devils to babbie and lie over my 
old body. Bury mein my old rags asi am now: 
sell this coat of mine or give it to whom you please. 
I die in my atheistical faith as fearlessly as the 
heathen dieth in the faith of his existence. I be- 
leve not in conscious existence nor sensitiveness 
after death. It is the end, the final end, of men as 
wel! as the common animals. Ye will judge this and 
biame it; nevertheless, it is truthful. 1 con- 
sidered and concluded that to commit suicide 
would be the best thing that I could possibly do. 
Iam but eluding misery and pain. It is clear and 
evident that I am in the uttermost poverty and 
distress, having no health nor strength to bea 
slave any more. | believe it prudent to leave this 
tyrannical and oppressive world and to be a 
pauper no more. I owe no person anything; 
therefore, what things are here shall be vours 
would please me if they were of much greater 
value.

DENOUNCING CORNERS IN FISH. 





PUBLIC INDIGNATION MEETING IN GLOUCES- 
TER—A COMMITTEE ON PROTECTION. 

GLOUCESTER, 23.—An indignation 
meeting of those opposed to fish monopolies was 
held in the City [all this evening. Mayor Williams 
ealled the meeting to order and George J. Tarr was 
made Chairman. The audience was largely made 
up of fishermen and masters of vessels. Resolu- 
tions were presented by Charles A. Brown 
and unanimously adopted, setting forth that 
an important crisis has arisen in the 
principal industry of Gloucester; that for 
mutual protection it is absolutely necessary 
that some action be taken to retain in our city this 
important industry; that the Boston Fish Exchange 
has been broken by the manly action of one firm in 
our city, sustained by the determined co-operation 
of fishermen; that the New-England Fish Company 
is fully as dangerous and obnoxious, having a mon- 
opoly of the halibut trade, so that no party could 
buy a trip of halibut in Gloucester and sell it with- 
out the cousent of this company and its allies, 

It was also resolved that a committee of 12 be 
chosen, to be known as the ‘‘ Committee of Pro- 
tection,’’ to take into comsideration this state of 
affairs, devises some proper remedy, and secure 
therefora pledge of support and indorsement of 
the entire fishing industry of Gloucester. An ad- 
dress was delivered by Charles H. Litchman, who 
argued that Gloucester could and shonid secure 
the absolute control of her fresh fish produets. At 
the close of his remarks the committee of 12 was 
appointed, and the meeting dissolved.

ABRAHAM LENT. 

Abraham Lent, for many years prominent 
in local political circles, died at his home, No. 111 
Macdoueall-street, last night at midnight. He was 
70 years old, a native of this City—an old 
Ninth Warder. He was a _ Republican, 
ana influential among politicians. His business 
was that of a merchant tailor, and for several years 
he was a member of the firm of Croney &

of his death was heart disease complicated with

MYSTERIOUS MAIL ROBBERIES. 

DENVER, Nov. 23.—That the mails hetween

JESSIE MAILLARD ACQUITTED. 
WHE JURY’S VERDICT SETS HER FREE—AN 
OVATION IN COURT. 

The now celebrated case of Jessie Maillard, 
indictea for perjury in baving sworn that Joseph I. 


Levi, a lace merchant, doing bustness in White-: 


street, was the father of her fllegitimate child, was 
brought to a concltsion in the Court of General 
Sessions yesterday, and resulted in the acquittal of 
the defendant. The case was brought to trial on 
Monday last, and excited more general interest 
than any criminal case tried in many years. Miss 
Maillara was held by a Police magistrate on a 


charge of perjury, but when the complaint 
was sent before the Grand Jury it was dismissed 
by that body. The Distriet Attorney, however, 
Bent the papers before a succeeding Grand Jury, 
had the case reopened, and the investigation re- 
Bulted in the finding of an indictment against the 
defendant. Mr. Levi was represented in the pro- 
ceedings by three private couusel, and a private 
detective named Fuller was employed to work up 
evidence in the case. 

The court met at 10:30 A. M. yesterday, and 
without any preliminaries Mr. Charles S. Spencer, 
counsel! for the defense, commenced &is summing- 
up address to the jury. Inaspeech of nearly two 
bours’ duration he characterized the prosecution as 
an infamous conspiracy to send an innocent girl to 
prison, and condemned in the most severe terms 
the course adopted by the District Attorney's 
office in the matter. He handled the witnesses for 
the proscution without gloves, branded Joseph I. 
Levias a “human ghoul,” and paid his respects 
to private Detective Fuller, who, he said. 
deserved the condemnation and contempt of 
all mankind. Assistant District Attorney Fellows, 
who followed forthe prosecution, spoke for three 
hours. He argued forcibly in favor of the con- 
viction of the defendant, claiming that she had been 
guilty of flagrant perjury and should be punished. 

udge Cowing, in his charge to the jury, briefly re- 
viewed the evidence and clearly laid down the law 
in relation to perjury. At 4:05 P. M. the jury re- 
tired to deliberate upon a verdict. So great was 
the interes: evinced in the triel that scarcely half a 
dozen persons left the court-room. The spectators 
waited pattently to learn the result, and when, at 
5:20, the usual hum of excitement heralded the re- 
turn of the jury the court-room was filled in every 
part. After the jurv had filed into their seats, 
all eyes were bent upon them in the hope of dis- 
covering the nature of the verdict. A moment 
later Court Captain Curry led the defendant from 
the prisoner’s box and placed her between her 
counsel, Messrs. Spencer and Sanger. She scanned 
the faces of the jurors intently for a moment and 
then quietly awaited the announcement of the 
verdict. After the customary questions had been 
asked by Cierk Weish the foreman of the jury arose 
and returned a verdict of ‘Not guilty.’’ The an- 
nouncement was received with a perfect storm of 
applause, which was with difficulty suppressed, 
and after it had subsided it was noticed 
that Jessie was shedding tears freely. She 
turned to the jury, and after expressing 
her thanks sank into a seat, apparently overcome 
by exeitement. She was immediately surrounded 
by athrong of male and female friends, who almost 
overwhelmed her with congratulations. Judge 
Cowing, in discharging her, said: ‘Jessie Mail- 
lard, yeu have been tried for a very serious offense, 
and a jury has found vou net guilty. Take my ad- 
vice and do nothing in the future that will again 
bring fSouinto a court of justice. You are now 
discharged.”” His Honor then discharged the jury 
with thanks. 

The first ballot taken by the jurors stood 9 for 
acquittal and 3 for conviction, but the argu- 
ments of the majority proved effectual and a 
unanimous verdict was finally reached. ‘The 
crowd which pressed toward the defendant as she 
left the court-room was so great that she found 
it impossible to move, and Capt. Curry had 
to take her out by a_ private § door- 
way. She was accompanied by Miss Shor- 
tell, who took care of her baby during her 
confinement in the Tombs. She expressed her 
earnest thanks to all who had befriended her, and 
said the newspapers had treated ner very :airly. 
As she emerged from the Chambers-street exit in 
company with her sounsel she was met by the 
crowd who had preceded her, and had great diffi- 
culty in proceeding to the elevated railroad station 
at Cbhatham-street, where she and Miss Shortell 
took a train for the Jatter’s home in East Sixtieth- 
street. The general feeling at the result of the 
trial was one of satisfaction.

BURGLARS IN THE SWAMP. 
A GANG OF THIEVES WORKING AMONG THE 
LEATHER HOUSES. 

Inspector Byrnes was informed yesterday 
morning that a gang of burglars had been at work 
at Nos. 2,4, and 6 Ferry-street, in ‘‘ the Swamp,” 
and several Detective Sergeants were sent to the 
Fourth Precinct to aid Capt. Tynan in investigating 
the case. Nos. 2 and 4 Ferry-street are occupied 
by Henry Arthur & Co., leather merchants, of No. 
84 Gold-street. The burglars evidently planned to 
open their two safes, which, at times, contain as 
much as $10,000, but they were foiled here, and 
paid the bare expenses of the venture by forcing 
the safe of Palmer & Smith, leather merchants, at 
No. 6 Ferry-street. and stealing $318. The premises 
Were invaded Wednesday night. The burglars, 
Who numbered three or four, first forced 
an iron gate at the entrance of Builard 
& Co.’s alleyway at No. 14 Ferry-street. They were 
well equipped for the job, and scaling the roof of 
an extension building got to the roof of No. 14 
Ferry-street., a three-story building, and reached 
the roof of No. 6 Ferry-street. Foreing the scuttle 
of this reof and stationing a ‘* crow” or sentinel at 
an upper window overlooking the street, with 
the end of a fishing line, which was dropped 
down a hatchway to telegraph signals below, 
in his hand, they descended and cut through the 
wall separating No. 6 from Nos. 2and4. Arthur & 
Co.'s safe stood on a platform 20 feet from the 
street, and the aperture in the party wall 
was made at this point. A miscaleula- 
tion resulted in the hole being cut too 
low. The street slopes toward the East River, 
and the burglars cut toward Gold-street. When 
they had penetrated to Arthur & Co.’s place they 
found that a ‘‘sound” passed through the hole 
touched the platform of the safes, which were well 
protected with burglar alarm wires. The burglars 
no doubt knew how the safes were protected, and 
finding that they had erred in their calculations 
and being probably in a hurry, abandoned the at- 
bempt on Arthur & Co.’s safes and attacked Palmer 
#% Smith's, which was in an office in an extension 
of the warehouse. Drilling a hole in the side of it 
they introduced toola and removed fire-preofing 
material until the hole was large enough to operate 
on with ‘‘jimmies,”’ and the iron and steel yielded 
iike tin-foil. Securing a purchase they forced off 
the back plate of the lock and obtained access tu the 
interior of the safe. Only $118 were in it, Palmer 
& Smith having made a large deposit at their 
bankers on Wednesday. The safe was utterly de- 
stroyed, anda new one was procured yesterday 
afternoon. The burglars left behind them an old 
taw, the fishing line used to telegraph between 
‘hem and the “crow,.”’ and some rope. Judging 
from the work done they carried away a complete 
and valuable kit of tools. The detectives looked 
wise, of course, and talked of this “‘gang’’ and 
that, but it is reasonably certain that they had no 
fefinite idea as to the persons who committed the 
ourglary. Arthur & Co.’s burgiar-alarm wires were 
tampered with a month ago, but when the alarm 
went off and the Police surrounded the building no 
trace of an intruder was found in the warehouse, 
and a cat was credited with the disturbance.

FIVE SKELETONS DISCOVERED. 

The skeletons of five bodies were found yes- 
terday in a vault near the rear foundation walls 
of the old Dutch Church, on the old Post Of- 
fice site. The vault, which Mr. Bookstaver, of the 
comnfittee of the church, says was a common 
burial vault, was found yesterday morning and 
broken open in the afternoon. The coffins and 


cases were so rotten that they had fallen to pieces, 
and but few pieces were so well preserved as to in- 
dicate their original shape. The finding of but five 
skulls seemed to indicate to the undertaker of the 
Middle Collegiate Church that there were but 
Hive bodies interred ia the vault. But two coffin- 
plates were found. Both were of silver. The 
larger, which was deciphered with much difficulty 
because of the accumulation of rust, read: “ Ge- 
rard Steddiford, died 3d April, 1820, agea 67 years 
7 months, and 7 days.” he smaller was not so 
thickly coated with verdigris, and read: “ Louia 
Matilda Von Antwerp, died ist March, 1822, aged 
B years 11 months.” There was _ nothing 
found to in@icate the personality of the three 
other bodies. All of the bones were placed in 
caskets and transferred by the undertaker to his 
place of business, where they will remain until 
to-morrow, when they will be deposited in Grcen- 
Wood Cemetery with other. bodies placed there 20 
years ago. Mr. Bookstaver stated that there is 
another Vault nearer to Liberty-street than the 
one found yesterday, in which other remains may 


be found.

TRIBUTES OF RESPECT FROM FRIENDS—AR- 
RANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL. 

There was a continual stream of callers at 
Thurlow Weed’s late residence yesterday, and 
many and tender were the tributes of respect that 
were paid to the memory of the departed veteran. 
Mr. Weed’s body was laid in the coffin about noen 
and placed in the centre of the large parlor on the 
second floor. Several of the callers were per- 
mitted to visit the apartment. The coffin is of 
plain black cloth exterior, with heavy oxidized sil- 
ver mountings. Itis lined with rich white satin, 
and upon the lid is a piain, but massive, siiver plate 
bearing the inscription: 
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2 THURLOW WEED, 
Born Nov. 15, 1797, 
Died Nov. 22, 1882. 
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A small tray of loose fresh flowers and a vase of 
violets stood on the lower part of the lid yester- 
day. The Hon. Frederick W. Seward, Mr. Thurlow 
Weed Barnes, and the ladies of Mr. Weed's family 
received the callers and answered such inquiries 
concerning the funeral as were made. Among 
those who called at the house during the day and 
evening were Gen. Henry A. Barnum, Mrs. Van 


Cortlandt. Judge H, C. Van Vorst, Mr. and Mrs. 8. 
B. Hard, Postmaster H. G. Pearson and wife, Mrs, 
Thomas L. James, Controller Allan Campbell, F. B.

One 
by one, nearly all those who stood shoulder to 
shoulder in the early political contests which 
raised to eminent public station those with 
whom you and I have acted in _ politi- 
eal fellowship have passed = away. Mr. 
Weed was long spared to enjoy a serene 
old age, with ‘obedience, honor, and troops of 
friends.’” A telegram was received from the Hon. 
Hamilton Fish late on Wednesaay nicht saying: 
“The announcement of Mr. Weed’s death is not a 
surprise, but is very deeply lamented. Few men 
have done more, end more patriotic work. He 
goes to his rest with the love and the regrets ot 
millions, I hope to be in New-York in time to al- 
low meto joininthe last rites to my departed 
friend.” Mr. William H. Seward telegraphed to 
Mr. F. W. -Seward from Auburn, yesterday: 
** Please express to Mr. Weed’s family the deep 
sympathy of Mrs. Seward and myself. The death 
of Mr. Weed removes the most vaiuable friend and 
adviser of our father, and almost breaks the last 
link which connected our family with the past.” 
A dispatch was received from President Arthur’s 
private secretary stating that the President “was 
much pained to hear «f the death of Mr. Weed.” 
Vhe tuneral of Mr. Weed will take place in the 
First Presbyterian Church, Fitth-avenue and 
Twelfth-street, this forenoon at 10 o’clock. The 
Rev. Dr. William Paxton, Pastor of the church, 
will conduct the ceremonies, and will be assisted 
by the Rev. Dr. John Hall, of the Fifth-Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, and the Rev. KR. R. Booth, of 
the University-Place Presbyterian Church. The 
pall-bearers will be as follows: Ex-Gov. Edwin D. 
Morgan, ex-Gov. Hamilton Fish, Gen. James Wat- 
son Webb, the Hon. Frederick W. Sewerd, Charles 
O’Coner, Isaac Bell, Gen. James Bowen, J. H. Van 
Antwerp, of Albany; Distriet Attorney John Me- 
Keon, and Alfred Van Santyoord. Aftcr the 
services the body will be allowed to re- 
main in the church an hour or two in 
order that all who may desire to look once 
more on Mr. Weed's face may have an opportunity 
of so doing. There will be no funeral procession. 
The body will be taken to Albany either late in the 
afternoon or early in the evening, and the cofiin 
will remain open for a short time to-morrow at the 
residence of Mr. William Barnes, in that city. The 
interment wiil be private, and the body of Mr. 
Weed will be laid beside that of his son inthe Rural 
Cenetery. Gardner, the male nurse, who attended 
Mr. Weed during his illness, will accompany the 
body to Albany and rema‘n with it until the burial. 
The New-York Press Club, of which Mr. Weed 
was a member, held a special meeting yesterday 
afternoon. A committees was appointed to draft 
appropriate resolutions, and it was decided that 
the members should attend the funeral in a body.

PROF. DRAPER’S FUNERAL. 
SERVICES AT THE LATE RESIDENCE OF THE 
DEAD SCIENTIST. 

The funeral of the late Prof. Henry Draper, 


M. D., LL. D., took place from his late residence, | 


No. 271 Madison-avenus, yesterday forenoon at 
10:20 o’clock. The large parlors and broad hall and 
vestibule were entirely filled with friends of the 
dead scientist. The silyer-mounted black coffin 
containing the body rested on a Gais in the front 
parlor. Upon the lower part of the lid were deli- 
cate vines, a cluster of purple and white flowers, 
andafernspray. At the head of the coffin stood 


a broken column of white flowers and a crown, 
and at the foot was a sheaf of wheat. A large and 
beautiful piiow, composed of choies flowers of 
variegated hues, with the word “Rest” in purple 
violets, was placed on one side of the bier. The 
upper portion of the coffin Hd was lett open for 
a littlé while prior to the services in order 
that the visitors might look upon the  fea- 
tures of their dead friend. Prof. Draper's 
hands were crossed upon his breast, and one band 
held a small bunch of violets. The mafeoreel 
service for the burial ot the dead was read by the 
Rev. Dr. Mytton Maury, Rector of St. James's 
Church, Goshen, N. Y., a brother-in-law of the 
dead man. The clergyman stood on the second 
landing of the winding staircase in the hallway, 
and just below him was a maie quartet, which 
sang some appropriate music, including the song, 
‘*Vital Spark of Heavenly Flame.”” Among the 
rominent persons present weve the Rev. Dr. John 
Tall, acting Chancellor of the University of the 
City of New-York; Profs.

Walter Malley and Blanche Douglass made 
what it is hoped may be their last appearance be- 
fore the public yesterday in the Court of Special 
Sessions, where the former appeared to prosecute 
Edward Hanley, William Pratt, and John Gou- 


ravan for conspiracy to black-mail him, and the 
latter was present as a witness. Police Justices 
Morgan, White, and Bixby were on the bench. The 
three prisoners when brought before the magis- 
trates betrayed no trepidation. Hanley looked as 
impudent, Pratt as phlegmatic, and Gouravan as 
stupid as on the day of their arrest. Hanley had 
been deserted by his attorney, and the three were 
therefore unrepresented by counsel. and each was 
left to make his own defense. As the fact that the 
trial was to take place had not been publicly an- 
nounced, there was not a very large number of 
spectators present. Malley looked revengeful, and 
frequently glared with vindictiveness upon the 
man who had not only supplanted him in 
the affections of his mistress, but had _ at- 
tempted to trade upon his misfortunes besides.
